Ko printer tribute to the memory of Wendell 
Phillip? could have been paid than was expressed 
on the faces of the sorrowing multitude who as­ 
sembled on Hollis street Friday morning, and 
patiently awaited the arrival at tire chm cli of all 
that was mortal of the great commoner. 
It was 
announced that the body would be taken from the 
residence at a little before l l o'clock, but as 
early as 9 o’clock the crowd besan to collect opp >• 
site the old church,and when, two hours later, the 
funeral arrived the street w as nearly Impassable. 
There could not have been less than 5000 per­ 
sons In the crowd. A large force of police, under 
Captain White of Division 4, was on hand and 
rendered much valuable service In reguiat ng the 
Immense 
throng, 
otherwise 
their 
ser­ 
vices were not needed, as ti e thousanus outside 
conducting themselves in a remarkably orderly 
manner, each one seeming to feel tha> he bad 
sustained a great loss In Hie death of him whose 
obsequies were In progress. 
The body arrived at 
the chut cli promptly upon the hour and was carried 
down the broad aisle, the audience standing re­ 
spectfully me tiwlille. 
When the funeral proces­ 
sion entered the church “ the Angels’ Coronation’ 
was sung by a choir of 40 selected voices, under 
Mr. J. A. Preston, organist. 
There was an entire absence of floral decora­ 
tions, but a simple sheaf of wheat was placed over 
the casket. 
The pall-bearers were Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Judge Samuel E. Sewall, Wen­ 
dell Garrison, R. I*. Hallowell, Lewis Havden, 
C. Wldpple, William I. Bowditch aud John M. 
Forbes. 
Prayer was then delivered by Rev. Mr. May: 
Tills concluded the exercises at the church, and 
after the casket had been borne out and placed til 
the hearse a procession was formed in the follow­ 
ing order.

At 12.15 the funeral cortege, to the music of 
two muffled drums, arrived at the eastern en­ 
trance to Faneuil Hall, Company M of the Sixth 
Regiment, and the £haw Veterans, in command 
of 
Major 
Watkins, 
forming 
the guard 
of 
honor. 
Tho entire military escort was thus 
most 
fittingly 
composed 
of 
colored 
men, 
Wnen the procession came to a halt the reniaius 
were lifted from the funeral car and borne to the 
hall by four white men and the same number of 
colored soldiers from the guard of honor. Directly 
in front of the platform, from which so many 
tunes the stirring voice of the groat Abolitionist 
had been heard, was placed his body, that the 
thousands mluht take one last look at his face. In 
(the centre of the hall was aa enclosed space con­ 
taining a platoon of police, around which the 
Prong passed (luring the afternoon. 
The floral tributes were lew, but beautiful in the 
extreme. 
Du the centre of the platform was a 
mound of flowers about 3x4 feet. Iii the centre of 
It was the wnrd “humanity,’’ in fresh violets on a 
bed of carnations. 
Around the carnations were 
wreaths composed of ulphetus loses, shamrock 
hyacinths, pansies aud smilax. This beautiful trib­ 
ute was presented by the Irish National League of 
Boston. On Hie easterly end of the platform was 
a harp four feet In height, composed of Ivy leaves, 
dotted witli japonica blossoms and nan Blea. On 
the base of the harp was the word “ireland" In 
violets; on a bed of carnations and around the 
base were numerous calla Hiles. The airings of 
the harp were of sliver, and one of them was 
broken, emblematical or a life departed. This 
was presented by the lrUh-Amel lean societies of 
Boston. 
On the westerly end of the platf orm was the 
tribute presented by ex-Governor Butler. 
It was 
a crov ii of ivy, about two feet in he gilt, dolled 
with ulphetus roses, japonicas and pansies. On 
the cornu wss a wreath of laurel and a sheaf of 
wneat, presented by George E. Hosier, the latter 
tied with lavender ribbon. 
After the relatives and friends who followed the 
dead to tne hall in carriages had taken a last look 
at all that was mortal of the departed, Hie military 
companies marched In and stacked arms on one 
side of the hall. 
A bodyguard was detailed to 
stand watch over the remains, and sentinels weie 
posted at various points to assist Hie pollee officers 
in managing the crowd. 
At one corner of Hie 
platform the hattie-fl g of the old Fifty-fourth 
Regiment, which is now iii the possession of Hie 
till.aw Veterans, was b< me. 
Opposite were tho 
colors recently presented to the same association. 
The assemblage in front of the Cradle of Liberty 
seemed to grow huger as the hours went on. 
Oiderly and intent upon their mission as Hie great 
gathering proved, It was no small Task for the offi­ 
cers of Hie police and the guaid of honor to guide 
them aright. 
Nearly a quarter of ail hour after 
the proctsMon arrived at the hall the doors were 
OI cued to Hie i ui lie. 
The police arrangements 
were admirably made to preclude the possibility of 
any confusion. 
The incoming crowd was given 
em ranee through the eastern portal ot Hie hall, 
while those who had looked upon Hie face of the 
dead made their departure through the other broad 
doorway. 
The throng was emphatically a gathering of all 
•orts and cm (litmus of men and women. Old 
antl-slaveiy workers, such as John W. Hutchin­ 
son, who sang the cause of freedom for the slave 
so effectively Iii early war times, were there. The 
friends of the woman suffrage cause took the 
oppor.unity all'.a den of a I st look at tne re­

Douglass was ntfeeted to 
tears, and bowed his head. saying brie! words of 
regret and I t> well lo the leader so idolized by Ills 
race. Surrounded by some of Hie best colored 
cm /.tis of Boston, Mr. Douglass said to a friend, 
“ I caille lier** not aion- only to si e lie remains of 
my dear iriend. 
I wanted to see this throng, and 
to see the bola that this nun had upon Hie com­ 
munity. It is a wonderful tribute," 
As Hie hours wen*, rn.. with no sign of abatement 
hi the number of pilgrims to Hie old hall, but a 
constant -tream of peop e pressing to do honor 
to Hie dead, the great significance of the demon­ 
stration became more ami more evident. 
It was 
a gather ne long to be remembered, aud but Sel­ 
man euualh d in numbers at any similar occa­ 
sion ot I oner to tile lllii-irimis departed. At 4.10 
the procession was stopped and the doors closed.

W endell Pbilli|>*’ Remain* Laid A w a y to 
R e s t. 
After the doors of Faneuil Hall were closed 
in the afternoon no more were admitted to see 
Ute face of Wendell Phillips. The crowd gath­ 
ered about the door and all the suttee around 
the hall was thronged with people. Tho Ila!I was 
I cleared of all hut a few .of the most Intimate 
friends, one or two gentlemen necessarily present 
aud the guard. Before the kindly fa-e of Mr. 
Phillips was covered forever by the collin lid a 
cast ot Hie I attires was taken by Mr. P. A. Garey. 
At about 4.30 lite guard tiled out 0; the Ila I and 
formed in line, facing til* hearse, which stood at 
the door. Tile crowd in Hie meantime occupied 
every available Inch of st ate ou the steps of the 
lower market, in the wwidows and balconies of 
buildings facing the square, on Ute in irket wagons 
standing in the street, ann every place which com­ 
manded a view of the lower door of the hall. 
Here, as elsewhere, the 
number of colored

was 
unusual, 
aud 
plainly 
indicated 
the 
affection 
which 
tho 
negroes felt tor Wendell Phillips and their 
respect for ills memory. 
After ti considerable 
time, during which the crowd waited with no sign 
of lire.;king tip, the coffin was brought from Hie 
I ball aud placed in tho hearse, a guard of three 
from each of tho military companies taking their 
places ou each side, with arms reversed. Tho 
procession then formed with Company M (Com­ 
mander C. F. A. Francis! at the head. tee Shaw 
Veteran Association, commanded by Major James 
B. Watkins, following, aud immediately preceding 
Hie hearse, 
behind 
which 
came 
perhaps a 
dozen carriages, containing Intimate friends. A 
vast crowd lining the streets, and following in a 
long procession behind the hearse, con-Ututed 
the mourners. The line of march was through 
Merchants row to Stale street, up State to Wash­ 
ington. Washington lo School, School to Tremont, 
and so to the Old Granary burying ground, where 
Iii Hie tinnily tot, hallowed to him bv the ashes of 
hts father and motlier, Wendell Phillips was laid 
to rest. No words were spoken at the grave, and 
In a few moments the vast crowd had dispersed, 
having paid by its presence an honest tribute of 
respect to the memory of the dead. 


AMERICAN 
SH IPPING . 


A F ew Figure* for Conscientious Congress­ 
men to Poutier. 
In 18G0 the amount of American tonnage en­ 
gaged tit the toreign carrying trade was 2,609,001 
tows; in 1882 it was 1,259,492 tons. This great 
decline has taken place in the face of an increase 
in our foreign commerce of over IOO per cent. 
Or in other words 
while our foreign com­ 
merce has grown from 8702,000,000 to $1,607,- 
000,000, 
the American 
shipping engaged rn 
the trade has fallen oil more tuan one-half. Or, to 
slate the same facts Iii sub another form, the 
percentage of the trade carried on in American 
bottoms 
has 
decreased 
from 07 
iii 
I860 
to IO Iii 1882. During this same period the 
tonnage 
of Great Britain has 
grown from 
4.059,095 
tons 
to 
nearly 
7,00O,0o0, 
and 
the tonnage of all other maritime nations has also 
been materially increased. 
I yen the tonnage engaged In the coasting trade, 
In which American vessels have an absolute mo­ 
nopoly, no foreign vessel beiug all wed to engage 
In It. has fallen off. or at best only held Its own, 
2.844.807 tons being the figures for I860, aaa 
2,037.685 toils for I 880. 
We are now paying to foreigners over $140,- 
OOO,ow annually for freight money, in addition 
to large sums for conveying our malls. The 
greater part of this money goes to Great Britain, 
who, it will thus be seen, is rapid.y being reim­ 
bursed for the $225,000,000 which she has spent 
since 1837 in aid of her shipping. 
The following are the approximate amounts 
paid annually lit the way of subsidies by some of 
the more important countries of the world:

All American vessels must be registered at some 
port of entry, aud they are subject to the same 
rate of taxation as other personal property, w hich 
in some cases is as high as 2Va per cent. Ragland 
imposes no direct taxes on her ships, hut levies a 
tux of I per cent. upon the net profits which they 
earn, 
Hor the year ending June 30,1880, 8826,540 76 
was collected from vessels bearing the American 
flag in the way of consular fees. 
Of this sum 
$745,823 30 was paid out by the government tor 
consuls’ salaries aud other contingent expenses, 
I aviiig a net gain to the treasury of .4180,722 40 
from this source. The consular service ol Great 
Britain, on Hie other hand, instead of tieing a 
source of profit to the government. Is a very heavy 
expense. And yet the English nation, although 
not troubled by surplus rev. nui-s, loon upon tins 
as a legitimate, and, in the long ruu, a beneficial 
expense.

Why pause to 
look on sin always? Awaken love, ana sui will 
lie driven away. Christianity Is learning this one 
lesson today. The age when Christ came was 
rotten to the core, in the age after him Dis words 
were twisted and perverted out of all reason. In 
the middle ages scholars dl-j ated and wrangled 
over Hu m, aud now Hie spirit of man Is awaken­ 
ing aud trying to find out what Christ incant.

The Weather Turning Colder and River 
Men Growing Hopeful.

A good deal lias been said about the big fee 
Judge Lochratie made the other day, runtor giving 
it range between $50,000 and $100,000. 'lire 
facts are these: Two syndicates were fighting for 
control of the Memphis & Charleston road. one 
headed by General Sam Thomas ol the East Ten­ 
nessee & Virginia railroad and the oilier by Mr. 
Jere Baxter ol Nashville. Judge Cochrane, know­ 
ing both parties, opened negotiations between 
them.

Tenne ssee, and are now rising 
tast.

The 
ell eel has been to retard the fall of the Ohio be- 
ow tire mouths of these rivers. A despatch trout 
.Maysville says tit it tho Ohio is already above tho 
highest mark of last year and rising ail Inch an 
hour. 
It may be considered reasonably certain 
that tmh ss a sudden and sev* re f eeze should 
come before morning ti e highest stage of waler 
here will not bo reached beiore Sunday night, 
though the lls*-will be very stow. At Lawrence­ 
burg HOO families have registered and will re­ 
quire the assistance of the relief committee tor 
several weeks yet. Light hundred people weie 
fed yesterday aud fully 1200 today. 
The river tonight at Cincinnati marks sixty four 
feet two aud nuc-liatf inches and is still rising one- 
half inch an hour. 
Never since the famous flood of 1852 has been 
witnessed sueli scenes o. devastation us when the 
river reached a height of fifty-two feet. The Ohio, 
which when confined to its regular channel is 
onlyBOO feet in width at Wheeling, W. Va., has been 
changed to a roaring, angry torrent a mile and a 
quarter in width. The island which lies In the 
centre of the river, aud Is the most lovely portion 
of the city, is now entirely under water, and 
at least 1000 families, who reside upon it, 
have been rendered 
homeless. 
In tho city 
proper the waler lias covered the tracks of 
the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & st. Louts railroad, aud 
flooded the company’s depot. The Baltimore & 
Ohio depot is also flooded, aul* telegraph com­ 
munication by that line has boou entirely cut off. 
At 9 this morning Urn water had reached aud 
bidden from view Water street; then it began 
slowly climbing the hill towards the ceutre of the 
town, filling all the cellars ou its way aud doing 
untold damage. 
At 9 this evening it Iud reached 
Market street, upon which are located tne leading 
wholesale houses, and is now making its way to­ 
ward Main street. 
The damage to property of all kinds is esti­ 
mated at from $500,000 to $750,000. At Ben­ 
wood, six miles from here, three mea and a boy 
were drowned, la the city no loss of life is re­ 
ported.

Louisville, Ky., February IO.—Tile river here 
up to IO o’clock has rlseu within eight feet of the 
highest point last year, aud all tho front OI the 
city 
is 
submerged.

All 
of 
Shipping 
and half of 
Portland 
suburbs ara., flooded, 
and 400 families have been compelled to move 
out of them. The greatest interest centres in the 
Point district, in the upper part of the city, which

upon 
600 
acres of well-populated residence* and manu­ 
factories. Tho dyke has since been strengthened 
and raised, but Cee floods is threatening to rise 
over it. The people are fleeing in every direction 
with their furniture and effect*. SitnSt* are tilled 
w ith drays and wagons plica with goods. Waled 
Halits were kept burning in every house during 
the uiglit, aud as the darkness deepened the fear 
grew lulu a panic. AU business was suspended, 
aud every vehicle that could be pressed Into service 
was demanded. The city Is being searched and 
shelter is accepted wherever it can be lound. In 
rooms, sheds and stables. All day. in the threat­ 
ened districts, people have been busy tying down 
frame bouses to prevent their being swept away. 
The fire department has assisted 700 families out 
of the Point, but a number refused to leave.

A Struggle to Save L ife en# Property—T h e

Cincinnati, February IO.—This morning there 
wan nothing hopeful about the situation.

Cetewayo, the last of th? Zulu kings, was the 
fourth of his line. His grandfather, the formidable 
Cheka, founded the Zn ti nation. Between 1812 
and 1815 lie conquered 
nil 
Hie Independent 
chiefs Iii Zulnland anil Natal. Ile did not de­ 
prive them cf power, but he comite lied them 
to own hun as their king. 
HU soldiers were not 
permitted to marry, ami his military organization, 
the most perfect in Africa, was perpetuated by 
his sons. 
S.r Pattie Frere called Cutewayo’s 
army “the celebrated man-slaying machine.” 
Chaka was succeeded by hic son, the crud and 
treacherous Dlngaati. who in 1838 murdered, 
In the sight of smite English missionaries, a large 
party of Boers who wore his guests. 
Ile was 
killed by lits brother Panda in 1840, and Cety- 
wayo, son of Pundit, succeeded his father In 1872. 
Cetewayo was opposed lo missionaries aud dis­ 
trustful of tho w hites in the neighboring territories 
of Natal and the Transvaal Republic, 
lu 1879 
some of his subjects min Ie a r Bd into Natal. Cety- 
wayo’s refusal to surrender the offenders for pun­ 
ishment Iud to a short but very bloody war be­ 
tween Kmrt mil and tho Zulus. 
TIU* English suf­ 
fered 
terrible revers s at Itorke’s Drift and 
I saudi walla, but six months after tho war began 
they routed the Zulu army til a great battle at 
II midi. cetewayo was captured and kepi at Cape 
Town until 1882, w hen ho Was exhibited and kited 
in England. 
The a'Ic in pl to reinstate him in 
Zutuland last year was a disastrous 
failure. 
Tho Zulus ut) lodger feared or respected blin. 
Most of the thirteen ch.cfs among wham the coun­ 
try was partitioned after tho war opposed hts re­ 
turn to power. They defeated his adherents in 
several battles. Cetewayo fled into Natal, and 
has since been kept a prisoner !n one of the Eng­ 
lish garrlsous near the Zulu border.

AROUND THE FARM. 


E d ite d by A M ) It K W H . A V A RD . 


F A R M E R S ' ti A l l D E VS. 


T here ar® m any farm ers who pay little or no 
E 


m otion to th eir vegetable garden. 
W hat veg®- 
blea they raise bel tiff <px>wn as farm crops, there 
not th a t variety to supply th eir table which 
trould naturally be expected, and which would re- 
luce th eir expenses, besides p ro n atin g health; 
jor too much m eat in hot w eather, either fresh or 
lait. W ithout accom panying vegetables In th eir 
lesson, are not as conducive to health as a diet 
com posed of a greater variety of vegetables than 
Is usually seen on m any fan n ers' tables. 
“ If any provide not for bls own, and especially 
fo r those of lits own house, he hath denied the 
faith, and Is worse than an Infidel.” 
We wonder if th is doesn’t refer to the farm er’s 
garden, and particularly to the sm all fruit portion 
oi it? 
H o t lie d * . 
F or early vegetables some provision for startin g 
certain plant* earlier than can be done lu tile open 
a ir Is necessary; for this purpose nothing Is hefter 
th an a good hot bed. and Its construction Is so 
sim ple aud the expense so light th a t every garden 
ebould have one. A hot bed proper not only pro­ 
tects the plants from the cold, but supplies bottom 
b e a t; by this term the gardener m eans th a t the 
■oil is constantly k ept several degrees w arm er 
Cliau the air above, th a t being the condition so far 
ss beat is concerned which is m ost favorable for 
rapid and vigorous grow th. 
I t Is evident th a t to 
produce th is we m ust In some way apply our heat 
below the surface, and it is usually doue b y m ak­ 
ing a com pact pile of some ferm enting m aterial 
and covering It w ith the earth In which the plants 
• r e to grow. 
HEATING MATERIAL. 
The best heating m ite ila l that is easily avail­ 
ab le is fresh horse m anure, containing a liberal 
q u an tity of bedding, which may be straw , shav­ 
ings, leaves, or, best of all, spent hops from the 
brew eries. Such m anure, lf throw n Into a loose 
Jpiie, will heat violently and unevenly and will soon 
becom e cold. W hat is w anted In m e bot bed is a 
•leady and m oderate but lasting heat. 
To secure 
th is the m anure should be forked over aud throw n 
Into a loose pile, which should rem ain undisturbed 
for a few days and then he forked over again, piled 
and allowed to heat a second rim e, when, after a 
few days m ore.lt will be ready for use. The o: je c t 
of this repealed forking over and piling Is to get 
tile whole m ass bito a uniform degree of ferm en­ 
tation. 
BASH. 
G ardeners commonly use sash m ade especially 
fo r hot beds and glazed with Hmall lights cut /rom 
fd d s and onus and so lurnished a t very low rates. 
6uch sash can usually be procured in any of our 
large cities, and cost m uch less than lf made to 
order. 
F or garden use, how ever, we m uch prefer 
a sm all size th at can be easily handled, and the 
use of larger and b etter glass. 
We would recom ­ 
m end th a t the sash be 3 by 5 feet, and th at the 
glass be not less than 10x14, laid with not more 
th an one-quarter inch lap. 
In giving the order to 
one unaccustom ed to the work, it would be well to 
• ta te w hat they are used for, and th a t they need 
to be made like skylight sash. 
THE FRAME. 
This m ay be m ade of sound, one-ltich lum ber, 
(toe back twelve to fourteen inches high, the front 
te n to twelve. 
It should be well fitted to the sash, 
(Bo as to leave as little opening as possible, and y t 
tallow the sash to be easily slid up aud dow n, even 
w hen the fram e Is quite wet. 
THE SOIL. 
This should be light, rich, friable. A ny consider. 
•M e am ount of clay In It Is very objectionable. 
It 
possible, It should be quite dry and unfrozen when 
p ut Into the bed; for this reason it Is m uch better 
lo prepare It the fall befi re, and cover the pile With 
enough coarse m anure or straw to keep out frost. 
MAKINO THE BKU. 
This requires careful attention, as future suc­ 
cess depends largely upon the m anner in which 
this work Is done. 
H aving cleared aw ay all snow 
•u d Ice, build a rectan g u lar bed one foot larger 
•ac h way than the fram e to be used, carefully 
shaking out and spreading each forkful, and re­ 
peatedly treading down the m anure so as to m ake 
th e bed as uniform as possible In solidity, compo- 
Bltlon and m oisture; unless this Is doue, oue 
portion will heat quicker than the others, and the 
Boil will settle unevenly, m aking It im possible to 
raise good plants. 
The proper depth of the bed 
w ill vary with the clim ate, season, aud the kind of 
p lan ts to be raised, A shallow bed will give a 
quick, sh arp heat,and soon subside; a deeper one, 
if well made, will beat more m oderately, bu t con- 
tlu u e m uch longer. 
F or general purposes, a bed 
one and a balr to two feet deep will be best. 
Tbe 
bed com pleted, the fram e and sash m ay be p u t on, 
Bud fresh m anure carefully packed around toe 
outside to th e very top (this outside banking 
Should be replenished as It settles, lf the w eather 
U at all severe). 
The bed should then be allowed 
to stand a few days with the sash partially open, 
to allow the steam and rank heat to pass off. T he 
beat will a t first be quite violent, frequently rising 
in tbe first few days to 120°, but It soon subsides, 
•n d when It recedes to 90° the earth m ay be put 
in and the seed planted, 
lf from any reason you 
• r e obliged to use frozen soil, It may be placed in 
•m all piles upon tbe m anure Im m ediately upon 
th e com pletion of the bed, but It should not be 
•g ain disturbed until it has thaw ed and dried out, 
•n d care should be used to give free vent for tbe 
escape of the steam and m oist air. 
The intpor. 
lance of allowing this gross heat to pass oil before 
planting tbe seeds is very great, as every season 
thousands of hotbeds are failures, and their build­ 
ers blame the seedsm en for sending them poor 
teed, when the real difficulty was th a t th eir seeds 
Were burned up by th is first heat. 


m a n a g e m e n t o f t h e b e d . 
T he essentials for success are a steauy, uniform 
degree of heat and m oisture; keeping the soil a t 
•ll tim es a few degrees w arm er than the air, and 
th e careful “hardening oft’’ (by exposure to the 
• lr and dim inishing the supply of w ater) of the 
plants before transplanting into the open air. Sim­

•am e d vegetables, sown In open border early in 
Septem ber, will be ready to plant In cold-fram es 
•b o u t the last of October. The soil should be well 
p repared and smoothly raked before planting. Ad­ 
m it air freely on all pleasant days, but keep clone 
in severe w eather. These fram es are particularly 
useful at the South, and m ay be covered more 
eheaply with cloth shades than by sash. 
The 
•h ad e s are made as follows: M ake light but strong 
Wooden fram es to fit over the bed, and of a w idth 
to receive some common brand of cotton cloth. 
S h e cloth may be unto ached, and should be 
• re tc h e d over and securely tacked to the fram es 
•n d then painted with tw o coats of boiled linseed 
ell in which a little rosin has been m elted, aud 
th en a little p aten t d rier added. 


SHADES. 
A t the South it is frequently desirable to shade 
l&eds of seedlings. 
This can best be done by 
•h ad es made as follow s: Make light fram es the 
length of the w idth of your bed, and four feet 
w ide; to these tkck common lath, so as to leave 
from one to th ree inches betw een them . Support 
th e m about eight 
Inches above the plants by 
tack in g the fram es to short stakes or securing 
th em by easily rem oved pins. 
They are more 
effective if the beds are so placed that the lath 
will run north and s-.utli. 


T R A N SPLA N TIN G . 
Iu transplanting, the main points to be regarded 
A re care In tak in g up the plants so as to avoid in- 
jju ry to Hie roots, planting firmly so as to enable 
itfie plant to take a secure hold of Hie soil, reduc- 
W the top lo prevent evupoiatiou, and shading 


to prevent the hot sun from w ithering and blight 
Ina th*) leaves, 
l a transplanting from a hot bcd, 
harden the plants by letting them get quite dry a 
day or two before, bu t give an abundance of 
w afer a few bour? before they are taken out. 
It 
s m ost a p t to be successful if doue ju st at even­ 
ing, or Im m ediately before or during the first p a rt 
of a rain, about t h e w o r s t time being Just after a 
rain, when the ground being wet it is Im possible 
to sufficiently press it about the plant w ithout Us 
baking bard, 
lf w ater is used at all, It should be 
used freely, and tbe w et surface im m ediately cov­ 
ered w ith dry soil, 
WATERING. 
The best tim e to w ater plants Is a t sunrise, or 
Just a t evening, and alw ays use rain w ater when 
It is to be had. 
lf well w ater Is to be used It 
should be exposed to the sun a day or tw o, till It 
rises to the tem perature of the air, before It Is 
applied. 
W ater may be given to the roots a t any 
tim e, bu t should never be sprinkled over the leaves 
in Ute bot sun, lor it will m ake them blister and 
cover them with brown spots w herever It touches. 
If w atering a plain bas been com m enced, keep on 
until tne necessity cesses, or m ole Injury than 
good will result from It. One copious w atering Is 
b etter than little and often. 
The use of the hoe 
should alw ays follow the w atering pot as soon as 
the ground becom es dry. 
The num ber of row s of 
each vegetable and the relative proportions of 
each, may be varied according to the w ants of the 
fam ily, 
lf necessary, the turning ground a t both 
ends may be filled with w inter squashes, as these 
are planted so late and at such a distance ap art 
th a t they would not seriously hinder tho turning 
of a steady horse w ith a careful driver. W hat­ 
ever the arrangem ent followed may be, we earn ­ 
estly urge th a t every effort be made to secure 
straig h t and perfect rows. T here Is perhaps no 
one thing that will m ake the subsequent cultiva­ 
tion easier, or contribute m ore to tile ow ner's s a t­ 
isfaction In his garden than this, aud a little e x tra 
effort In this respect a t the first will give pleasure 
all through the season. 
BOWING TnB BEED. 
T here Is no m ore prolific source of disappoint­ 
m ent and failure am ong am ateu r gardeners ban 
hasty, careless or Im proper sowing of the seed. A 
seed consists of a m inute plant tnluus the roots, 
w ith a sufficient am ount of food stow ed in or 
around it to sustain it until It can expaud Its leaves, 
form s roots and provide for itself. Hie whole en­ 
closed lu a hard and m ore or less Im pervious shell. 
T o secure germ ination m oisture, heat aud a cer­ 
tain am ount of air are necessary. 
The first steps 
are tb e softening of the hard, o u ter shell, the de­ 
veloping of the leaves of the plant from the ab­ 
sorption of w ater, ana the changing of the plant 
food from the form of starch to th a t of sugar. 
In 
the first condition, the food was easily preserved 
unchanged, but the plaut w ith Its undeveloped 
leaves and do root was incapable of using It,w hile 
in Its sugary condition It Is easily appropriated; 
but lf not used it speedily decays ti self and Induces 
decay In the p la n t 
A se* d then may retain its 
vitality and rem ain unchanged for years, while, 
after germ ination has com m enced, a check of a 
day or two in tb e process may be latal. 
T here is 
no tim e from th a t when the seed falls from the 
p aren t plant until It In turn produces seed, ripens 
and diesi when the plaut is so susceptible of fatal 
injury from the overabundance or w ant of heat 
and m oisture, as at th a t betw een the com m ence­ 
m ent of germ ination and the form ation of Ute first 
true leaves, and it is Just then th at it needs the aid 
of the gardeuer to secure favorable conditions. 
These aret 
F irst—A proper and constant degree of m oisture 
w ithout being soaked with w ater. 
This Is secured 
by m aking tbe surface of freshly dug soil so line 
th a t the sm allest seeds m ay come in im m ediate 
contact on all sides w ith the particles from which 
they are to absorb tbe required m oisture, and the 
pressing of tbe soli over the seeds so firmly with 
the feet or the back of the hoe th a t the d< gree of 
m oisture m ay rem ain as nearly as possible tbe 
sam e until the plauts are up. 
Seoond—A proper degree of heat, secured by 
sowing each variety of seed when the average 
tem perature of the locality is th a t m ost favorable 
for its germ ination. 
T hird—Covering the seed to such a depth th a t 
while it is preserved a t a uniform degree of heat 
and 
m oisture, the necessary air 
can 
readily 
reach it, and the tiny stem push the form ing 
leaves Into the light aud air. 
T his depth will vary 
w ith different seeds aud conditions of the soil, 
and can be learned only from practical experience. 
In general, seeds of tbe size of tbe turnip should 
be covered with half au iucb of earth, pressed 
dow n, while corn m ay be an inch, beaus tw o or 
three, aud pease tw o to six Inches deep. 
Seeds 
should be planted deeper lu lig h t soils th an ta 
heavy ones. 
Fourth—Such condition of soil th a t tbe ascend­ 
ing stem can easily penetrate it and tbe young 
roots speedily find suitable food. 
We eau usually 
secure this by thorough preparation of the ground, 
and taking care never to sow fine seeds when the 
grouud is weL 
Occasionally a heavy or long-cou- 
tiuued rain. followed by a bright sun, will so bake 
aud crust the surface th at it is im possible for the 
young plant to find Its way through It, or a few 
days of strong wind will so dry tbe surface th a t I 
uo seed can germ inate, lu such cases our ouly 
rem edy Is to ptau t again. 
CULTIVATION. 
Every weed should be rem oved as soon as it ap- 
pears, especially white the plauts are young; this 
will require alm ost dally attention, but lf well 
doue early In the season, the biter work will be 
lig h t; but m ere destruction of weeds Is by no j 
m eans the ouly object of cultivation. 
A. J. Down- 
lug, who was, pernaps, the beW horticulturist 
A m erica bas known, said: “ If I were to preach a 
serm on on horticulture, J should take as my text, 
•Stir the soil,’ ” aud certainly the text would con­ 
tain m uch of the gospel ct successful gardening; 
frequent aud deep stirring will enable one lo grow 
line vegetables on com paratively poor aud slightly* 
m anured soil, while w ithout it one fails to gain 
m uch advantage from the richest and finest soil. 
Care should be taken that the cultivation is not 
doue w ben the a ill is w et, or pease, beaus aud 
melons, stirred wnen the leaves are w et with dew, 
as such disturbance Is liable lo Injure the leaves, 
and m ake them susceptible to injury from rust. 
W ith lids exception, cultivate as often aud as 
thoroughly as possible. 
(SITUATION AND EXPOSURE. 
The vegetable gat den should never be In an 
orchard, or have trees or shrubs w ithin it. 
lf the 
space m ust accom m odate both fruit and vege­ 
tables, It is b e tte r to set the fruit a t one end so as 
to leave the portion for vegetables unbroken and 
unshaded, even lf it is m uch sm aller. 
Un the 
farm , It should be so placed as to he easily 
reached from the barn, to facilitate horse cu lava­ 
tion. A brupt slopes in any direction are to be 
avoided. 
A gentle Inclination to the south and 
east is the w arm est, will give the earliest vege­ 
tables, and be best for corn, m elons, tom atoes, 
etc., but it suffers more from a spring or early fall 
frost, bccau>e of recclviug the olrecl rays of the 
m orning sud. 
An inclination to th e north and 
w est is later, suffers less in a drought, and Is the 
best for pease, cabbage, lettuce, etc. 
So it is an 


I advantage, in a large garden, to have both these 
exposures, but tor small gardens, a gentle inclina­ 
tion to the south aud east, or a level surface, is the 
I best. 
BOIL. 
A good garden can be m ade on any soil, b u t the 
best suited to tbe purpose Is a deep, rich, friable 
I loam ; and tile more nearly other soils can be 
made to app, oaen tills the better. 
This may he 
accom plished lit tenacious clays (and m ust be fir 
a good garden), by good drainage, deep aud Ju­ 
dicious cultivation, use of coarse m anure, aud 
liberal applications of leached ashes, sand, and In 
some ctuies of peal, If the soli Is naturally too light 
and sandy, it may be im proved by rolling aud the 
use of large quantities of weil-composted m anure 
and m uck, aud dressings of clay. 
SIZE AND FORM. 
A single bed ten feet square, welt m anured, 
well 
spaded 
and thoroughly 
cultivated aud 
cared lor, will produce more good vegetables, 
be more profitable, und give b elter satisfaction 
than an acreuum anured, half-prepared and poorly 
cared for. O ur goldeu rule for size is, m ake your 
! garden no larger than you eau prepare and care 
for in the best possible m anner, 
lf it all lins to be 
done by Land, it will tak e tbe entire tim e of one 
man to keep In good order a garden of one acre; 
bdl, lf It is so arranged th a t the horse cultivator 
can be used, he can cure for four tim es th a t area. 
la village gardens the form Is usually determ ined 
by that of the lo t; but, w here there is a choice, a 
rectangle several tim es longer than wide, die sides 
I running from north to south, is the m ost econom i­ 
cal; If this can be so placed th a t a space eight 
feet wide a t born ends, or along both sides, can be 
left for a horse lo tu rn in, it will be a great advan- 
; luge. 
D R A IN A G E. 
N othing is more essential for a good garden than 
good drainage. 
It is im possible to taise a supply 
of fine vegetables w ithout It. 
It the soil is at all 
wet, it should be well drained w ith tile ; but if tttis 
is not possible, som eibiug can be gained 
by 
ploughing or throw ing the sot! up into beds from 


Six to thirty teel wiue, win. sUiOulh-bO,twilled 
tren d ies betw een them to collect aud carry off the 
surface w ater.” 
Solis possessing th e greatest am ount of capil­ 
lary porosity, most friable and mellow, or, In other 
words, such as are in the best agricultural condi­ 
tion, will condense tbe greatest am ount of fertil­ 
izing m aterial, and die m ore they are pulverized 
the b etter will they resist tne leaching action of 
w ater. Soli In an Im proper physical condition 
may hold fertilizing m aterials in sufficient quan­ 
tities for a full crop; it will, how ever, yield only a 
sm all percentage to the vegetation upon it uutll it 
is m ade friable, and so becom e conducive to 
grow th. Carbonic acid Is one of the chief agents 
in tins process, and lit order th a t this acid mav be 
form ed, the carbonaceous m ailer iu the soil m ust 
bo brought in direct contact with th e atm osphere. 
As long as the soil is In com pact condition, or is 
saturated with w ater, carlionlc acid Is not form ed. 
H eat Is evolved during the decom position of veg­ 
etable m atter, and tbe d ark er tbe soil the w arm er 
It will become. 
Half die crop som etim es depends 
upon the previous preparation of the land. 
MANURES. 
F or garden purposi s th ere is nothing b etter 
than well-rotted stab'e m anure com posted with 
peat or muck, a ll ferm e n te d together in equal pro­ 
portions, and ploughed Iii not over four Inches In 
depth. This will enable the soil to retain m oisture 
even In tim e of drought. 
P laster, wood ashes, 
guano, ground bone, are all valuable, and can be 
used In connection with the stable m anure com­ 
post, and may be sown broadcast either before or 
Just afterplanting. 
A t this tim e, how ever, a t the 
prevailing Mw rates of chem icals, nitrogen Is most 
eheaply applied either In the form of n itrate of 
soda or sulphate of am m onia; phosphoric acid In 
the form of fine ground C harleston phosphate of 
lim e; potash ta the form of m uriate of potash. 
T here are few gardens th at an addition of air- 
slaked lime would not in itcria'ly help. 
PREPARATION OF THE GROUND. 
T he laud having been properly prepared by 
ploughing and sufficient m anuring, the m ost Im­ 
portant m atter to the farm er Is thorough culture, 
or keeping the earth fine and mellow among the 
plants. 
Stirring the soil can scarcely be repeated 
too often during the earlier periods of grow th, or 
until there Is danger of Injury to the roots or tops 
of the grow ing plants by the cultivator. 
T he 
ground may be too wet, but never too dry for stir­ 
ring, because the more frequently it Is broken up, 
fined and aerated, the more m oisture will the soil 
absorb from the atm osphere. T his is an operation 
th at should be perform ed after every rain sufficient 
to cause incrustation or baking, which would 
prevent a free adm ission 
of 
air 
into 
the 
soiL 
T he m ost obvious effect of stirring die 
soil is the destruction of weeds, for no crop 
can become rem unerative lf crowded by weeds 
which deprive it of air, light, m oisture, and even 
a part of the fertility of the soil. Thorough and 
frequent culture of the soil adm its air to the root­ 
lets of the growing p lan ts; It Increases the capil­ 
lary attraction of the soil. by which Its hum idity 
Is rendered more uniform , by presenting a larger 
num ber of points of radiation. The deposits of 
dew , so beneficial ut ary w eather, are augm ented; 
the tem perature of the soil is Increased by the 
freer adm ission of warm air and rain, and by the 
chem ical processes thereby facilitated, and finally 
ti* fertility of the soil Is increased through the 
am m onia, nitric acid, etc., which are Introduced 
with the air. The plough, horse-boe and culti­ 
vator are to be used w henever available, but the 
hand-hoe is not to be neglected on the finer and 
more careful work, when, particularly In tbe later 
stages of the crop, only superficial stirring is ad­ 
visable. 
W hen plants are grown In a crow ded state d ark ­ 
ness and w ant of air elongate the stem s and 
leaves a t die expense of the roots and of a general 
healthy condition. 
T he operations of thinuing 
and hand-w eeding are perform ed in connection 
w ith Boeing, to adm it a free circulation of air 
around the rem aining plants, and thus the sun is 
perm itted to have an Im m ediate Influence on each 
to develop the desired form , bulk and other quali­ 
ties. 
T he b etter die laud has been cultivated and 
the m ore thoroughly it has been enriched and put 
In condition, the larger and b etter will be the 
crops, and less the labor to attend them , and th a t 
labor will be more cheerfully bestow ed ou account 
of the various vegetables com ing along in their 
season. 
G ardeners, and, above all, farm ers, have no 
business to live m eanly, o r to th in k of them selves 
as obliged to drudge ceaselessly, w ithout d ie in- 
! diligences of other c la s p t. 
One has no business 


I to see town folk having early vegetables and ber- 


I rles a m onth before fats tardy supply comes on, lo 
be o u t of them In dog-days before the m erchants 
aud cheap boarding-house keepers in the city have 
begun to see the end of fresh things. 
He h as no 
i need to live on doughnuts and bolled dinners the 
, year round, when others try the changes of s p rin t 
lam b, fresh fish. broiled chicken, sui dx, ducks 
and green pease, capons and veal, dll turkey 
comes again. 
W hy does not the farm er have 
these things, w ith th e fruits, in th eir season?

H in t* o n B u tte r M a k m s . 
No m an should engage in butter m aking w ith 
cheese-m aking cows. 
He should know w hether 
the milk of cows is ricli iii fats or rich in caseine, 
and w hether die b u tter globules have a predom­ 
inance ol large ones th a t will readily sepal ate 
from the m ilk, or an excess of sm all ones th at will 
slowly separate or not separate a t all. Though 
as a rule it m ay be tru e th a t the sm all globules 
peedom iuate in Friesian or H olstein m ilk, It Is 
not alw ays true, for some Friesian* are excellent 
b u tter m akers. 
Nor does it follow th a t every 
little Jersey will give milk containing an excess 
of large fat globules. 
T he milk ol some Jerseys 
is as poor iii quality as ii is small In quantity. 
It 
will not do to depend on breed or Pedigree, though 
both m ay b e valuable guide*. 
N othing is quite 
satisfactory but ah individual test of each cow’s 
milk. 
W hether deep setting or shallow setting, sub­ 
m erging or exposing a* much surface as possible 
to the air, is practicable, the butter-uiakcr should 
see th at the system lie has adopted Is carried out 
to pertection, and th at all the conditions and Ills 
surroundings are adapted to it. 
I will not say 
Willet) system Is best, for not enough is as yet posi­ 
tively known to determ ine for certainty, 
it ap­ 
pears to be pretty well dem onstrated th a t airing or 
oxygenizing cream is an advantage so lur as flavor 
is concerned, provided the air iii couiact with the 
cream Is sweet and p u re; but die best m etuod of 
oxygenizing has not yet been determ ined. 
Sw eet aud sour cream butter both have their 
advocates, but (he am ount ol acid is not agreed 
upon bv any two, and I know of no way to deter­ 
m ine lite am ount of acid. 
Hut sweet-cream bulter 
w ithout dim outfit oxygenation will prove a failure. 
I strongly suspect, however, the chief advantage 
ill souring lies iii the longer dine th at is given for 
the cream to Imbibe oxygeu from die air. 
Yet it 
is probably trite th a t souring, though it cuts out 
tim fine flavoring oils and destroys the butter 
flavor proper, im parts a positive flavor of its own. 
which m any relish. T here are many who want 
fresh churned bulter, with a butterm ilk flavor iii 
It. Though there may or may not be any account­ 
ing for tastes, it a dairym an bus a special set of 
custom ers who w ant a butterm ilk flavor, It will 
retain diem aud put money ut his pocket lo give 
them wiiat (hey w ant. He should lie Careful, how­ 
ever. to deliver It fresh from the churn, and deliver 
It often so th at none will rem ain unconsum ed 
long enough to be affected by the rapid change to 
j which ii is certainly liable. 
Hut if be is packing 
' b u ller for the gem tai m arke or to keep, it will 
j not do lo leave much butterm ilk iii It. 
A pretty 
, sure way ut getting out die butterm ilk is to stop 
I tile churn lahore the butler gathers, draw off die 
I butterm ilk, give the b u tler one good w ashing In

I do not know 
this, but I have it on go a1 authority, aud believe 
it because it is reasonable. How much this cream 
w as aerated I did not learn, nor Is it known ln w 
long the b u tler would have kept sw eet and n i^ , 
because it was af once coo sn mea. 
T em peratures in settingTiave a very wide range. 
Some s y eB° lo 70° even is not too nigh tor good 
results, and others go clear down to the freezing 
point. To go below 40°, however, is to introduce 
a new law into the operation of cream raisins. 
W ater, of wit ch average milk contains 87 per 
cent., begins to expand at about 40®, aud conse­ 
quently grow s lighter and lighter, asetlii* tem per­ 
atu re falls, until the point or conge! aio n is readied. 
W hether it expands faster below 40° th an it con­ 
tra c ts when falling lu tem perature until It reaches 
40®, I do not know ; possibly tilts point has never 
teen determ ined. 
But the fact of expansion 
below 
40® 
allows 
that 
there 
is 
nothing 
gained 
by going below. 
Tile 
object 
is to 
render tim liquid denser than (lie fat, thus m aking 
the fat relatively lighter, and hastening ts separ­ 
ation bv rising through tile liquid.

A tem perature 
of 48® would seem to las just as effective as one a t 
32°. 
Iu a long line of experim ents (m ade in sh 1- 
low setting, I think), Professor R ed z ie of die 
die M ichigan A gricultural College got the best re­ 
sults at a tem perature below Co®, and not below 
CO0. 
T here is the advantage at this tem perature 
of incurring no dan g er of injuring the product by 
chilling it. 
But I have already m ore than con­ 
sum ed my space, aud must stop.—[T. D. C urds, in 
M irror aud F arm er. 


T illa g e is M a n u re . 
■When he first read or heard the above unquali­ 
fied statem ent, probably almost every farm er was 
strongly inclined to doubt its truth. 
D oubtless 
m any readers, who Tor many years have seen this 
statem ent, are still very far front being convinced 
th a t this Is really true. 
They can understand 
how m anure m akes plants grow, for in the use of 
m anure there is a direct application of foreign 
m ap rial which contains a large proportion of 
plau t food, but there is DOtlnug tangible about 
tillage, 
it adds uodung which the farm er eau 
weigh or m easure, and lie does not see how it can 
do any p articu lar good. 
T hat it can t..ke tne 
place and perform the functions of m angle, seem s 
to be alm ost beyond ills power to believe. 
But wniie th e average fanner may not be willing 
to accept the theory, it is ertalu th a t lie has seen 
it Iii practical operation. 
He may not have under­ 
stood It; 
may not have been able to trace the 
effect ruck to Its cause, yet he h is seeu ii proved 
th a t tillage is m anure, and that w ant o. tillage is 
w ant of m anure. 
Many years ago, in com pany 
with my lad ler, I was passing one of my neigh­ 
bors’ farm s, and rem arked that die grow ing crops 
seem ed to be very poor. He replied d ial it was no 
m atter for surprise, because tbe ow ner spent so 
much tim e aw ay from home. 
His boys “ carried 
on the farm ” iii a way boys whose fathers are con­ 
stantly aw ay from home are likely to do. 
iu pro- 
poi don to the crops produced quite a lair quantity 
of m anure was applied, but there was hardly auy- 
tlii g w orthy tile na i e of Ullage. Now, I presum e 
my fath er would not then have accepted the doc­ 
trine th at tillage is m anure it it had be»n stated rn 
w ords, but it is evident Hat lie held, unconsciously, 
perhaps, a belief which was its lull equivalent. He 
knew th a t iii form er years the m an slayed at 
home, cultivated his land aud secured good crops. 
Also, th a t wheu the work was left to die boys, die 
crops becam e very small. 
As the quantity of 
m anure applied was about the sam e as before, it 
would have been fair to infer th at die difference 
In d io quantity of the crops obtained was due to 
the difference IU lite am ount of thlage which th e y 
i eccl \B I. T his m ay be considered negative proof, 
ana too uncertain to be confidently accepted. 
I 
will give one exam ple of positive proof th a t till­ 
age is equivalent to m antua. For quite a distance 
all the farm s on Ute east side of a certain highway 
in my native tow n contained m ore or less ol w hat 
was term ed “ m eadow laun.” This land was cold 
and w et, and, being at the la rd ie r end oi the 
farm s, 
was 
not considered 
very 
valuable. 
BUU, 
by 
die 
use 
of 
m anure, pretty fun 
crops 
w ere 
obtained 
when 
the 
laud 
was 
b oughed. 
A lm ost ail the farm ers lu the neigh­ 
borhood raised p a rt of their corn on this ia..d. 
They believed th a t m anure was an indispensable 
requisite to sucoess, but as tne land was difficult 
to cu.d v ate they made but little account of linage. 
Due year one of these farm s was hired by a 
stranger. 
H e attem pted to grow corn in the 
‘•meadow,” hut as he cad very utile m anure and 
planted 'a large field, lie reversed die usual prac­ 
tice, and m ade use of tillage, while his neighbors 
applied m anure. 
Throughout the com m unity 
there was the utm ost confidence th a t this Inno­ 
vator would utterly fail. 
Men who had farm ed in 
th a t section for th irty years were sure tlm nU nnura 
was un absolute necessity, and tliul it was useless 
to try to grow cont on th at kind of land w ithout it. 
T he season was unfavorable, but Hie m an culti­ 
vated and hoed ins corn time after dine, aud in 
the fall harvested a good crop. 
This aud m any 
si 
liar cases seem to prove th at, as ta r as die pro­ 
duction of crops is concerned, tillage is m anure. 
A lthough a firm believer iu tbe good effects of 
tillage, die w riter ts not willing to recom m end Its 
substitution for far.u-yard m anure. 
The two 
should go together. 
As solids and liquids are 
both necessary to a perfect developm ent of autm al 
life, so tillage and m anure should be com bated iu 
a perfect system of culture for plants. 
Alone 
either one Is Im perfect. Together they ensure die 
highest success. 
T he largest possible quantity ut 
m anure should be made, aud wall its use the m ost 
thorough system of tillage should be employed. 
Probably m any readers would like to kuow 
how It is possible tor tillage lo be equivalent to 
m anure. I suppose tbe caplan don of this ate 
paren t m ystery to be as follows: 
The land Is 
lull of m aterials capable of being converted 
Into plant food, but until the action ot the suu 
and rain and air shall decompose and make diem 
available, they will rem ain locked up iu the soil. 
A lso,the soli is capable of absorbing nitrogen from 
the air, and th u s storing up withtu Itself one of 
the best of m aterials for prom oting the grow th of 
plants. 
Now if the land rem ains unbroken, or is 
only partially stirred, die air can enter it In only a 
.hutted degree. 
But if it is thoroughly worked, 
the air can pass through ll freely, the m aterial 
capable of being made luto plant food will he 
rapidly decom posed, and nitrogen will be quite 
freely absorbed. 
Thus, by m eans o tillage, plant 
rood is fu. Dished as truly as bv m ature. This I 
do not assert as a scientific fact, but merely as die 
o| luion of a b u s y 'ta n n e r, believing it, however, 
to be correct.—[Ouio F arm er. 


O rc h a rd P r u n in g —H m ta fo r B e c m n e rs . 
The fruit trees have shed their leaves. 
The sap, 
which hitherto supplied their life, lias deserted 
diem to th eir fate, and gone dow n into w inter 
quarters in the roots. The upper p art of die tree 
is leii thereby in a sort of dorm ant state, w herein, 
w ith least risk and m ost advantage, the pruning 
of att orchard may be undertaken. At tills season 
of the year th ere a re alw ays odd days when the 
grouud is too wet either to plough o r plaid, which 
eau be advantageously ai nth d 
to 
tills m ost 
needful, but too often m uch-neglected operation. 
It is generally supposed th at an) man who can 
wield a hatchet or saw is compel e at to per­ 
ioral lids Job. 
T here was never a g reater m is­ 
take, aud the ruin of m auv a fine orchard heinie 
now has proved to its unlucky ow ner the talkie)’ 
of such a duel I in , and taught him a t least that 
to properly prune an orchard requires both knowl­ 
edge aud skill on die p art of the prim er. T here is 
a lig h t way and a w .o n g w a y iu this as hi other 
tilings. T here is a reason wily, for every clip of 
tile Intelligent pruner*!* shears, and even to a luau 
w orthy of wielding these she lls, there are trees 
now and then which have been neglected or badly 
pruned whereof it requires a mighty deal of nice 
consideration to enable him to decide Just w hat 
brunches to take off and wind lo leave on lo or.Mg 
them Into prop* r aud profit life sh in e. 
It is, 
indeed, no easy job to “ revise and correct” au 
abused orchard, and It frequently requires the 
thoughtful planning and prim ing ut several Con­ 
secutive years to accom plish Hie desired end. 
ll 
is well, therefore, when one has found a man 
who thoroughly understands lids business, to 
employ him, year af cr year, upon the sam e trees, 
ih at lie may h vc tune to carry out his plans, 
which can really be ouiy wed begun la a first 
y ear’s pruning. 
Whole hooks have been w ritten upon proper 
pruning, from tim e to dine, a id people lead diem , 
ai prove of their suggestions,resolve lo apply diem 
to tin lr own orch id s Ute next year, if they live, 
and t .en forget all about a oetore the next year 
ai lives; when, la the rush of gelling in their 
crops, the'y hire the first mail who comes along lo 
gi>eii.em a lift with their work, aud some day, 
alter a rain, when the ground is too wet cit er to 
plough or plain, the m aster rides off to town, say­ 
ing to tim tined mail, us he goes out of the gate: 
" I guess, J olm, win ii you have m ended m at fence 
you may as wed st.u t iii and pru rn Hie d ieh ard ; 
a ’s ah<.ut die rigid tim e of the year for th at job, I 
eckon.” 
bo It is: and John goes a t it with the best Inten­ 
tions in tile world, blit with neither knowledge nor 
expel leuce lo guide him in his task.

ll) t is, sawii.g off great limbs, here, there and 
i very w h e e, lust as his fancy may d ietite. 
lite 
m aster rides home ut dusk aud finds to ins dism ay 
—we had alm ost said to Ins d esert—a ruined or­ 
chard, as die result of Jo h n ’s ''p ru n in g ,” which 
w ill require years of p atient labor and w aiting to 
bring again Into the condition in which it m ight 
nave i cen placed m a day, had die mail who un­ 
dertook the job been com p tem lo perform It. 
Let us look into the principle!*, ot this pruning 
business, for they are so plain, aud die reason lur 
.hem so obvious, th at we le d inclined to put lord) 
a p ru n e rs prim er, or catechism , for the benefit of 
.ne thousands of

Now, what shape of tree is best 
adapted to tilt.-, purpose?

head. 
W hy? 
Because In this shape the tre e is less apt to p a rt 
>r split lr-.in overw eight of long, unbalanced 
blanches; the fruit is less liable to injury from 


strong winds, a 
it is borne on snorter, stouter 
bran d ies, aud the harvesting thereof Is a nill h 
easier m atter th an lf lite tree had been left w in 
Its boughs spraw ling around Iii every direction, 
a.id rivalling those of the Lom bardy poplars in 
th eir height. 
‘•Wi at, then, should be 
the 
object of the 
p ru n er? 
To keep the tree clit ped back into th at sym m et­ 
rical. globular form, which will best facilitate 
these cuds. 
How Is this to be accom plished? 
By pru n in g ,alw ays with th at end in view ; for it 
should be i einem bered th a t no lru lt is borne rn 
tile new year’s grow th, but on th at m ade die yes r 
before; and if the proper ti lim ning has bern 
neglected at th at tim e, one may be obliged to sac­ 
rifice a large p a n of die next year’s tru liag e to 
atone for Heir previous neglect. 
i proc? 
establish an orchard in tire shortest possible tim e, 
and upon die best approved prlncti les? 
Procure from some reliable nurserym an a choice 
lot of tine, healthy, two-year-old trees, straig h t as 
an arrow from root to to p ; plant them tw enty feet 
apart, using every possible care lit die preparation 
ot tile soil, aud spreading die roots widi the hand 
evenlv in all directions. 
Then w ater diem well 
and settle the earth firmly around them with the 
pressure of the foot, on all sides, to prevent any 
possible " a ir cham bers” being lest about their 
roots. 
Next. as the first step iii the future pruning 
of the tree, cut off the top w ith a sh arp knife at 
the height from which the future b ra n d ie s of the 
tree m e desired to start, say at four feet above the 
gr< mid. 
Why a t four feet? W hy not low er? 
Bec iuse tills height will perm it die cultivation 
of your orchard (which should alw ays be kept 
clean and free from weeds or other grow th of any 
kind) to he done by Horse power, wfileh would he 
im practicable by and by, rf the lim bs branched 
in aret to the grouud. 
W hat Is die next step? 
W ith the cornin : of spring tbe young tree will 
b u rst forth into buds, from die rout ciear up to 
the top. Rub off with the hand, whilst yet but a 
tender green tip. every one o. these bud? but the 
three nearest die top. 
This rubbing off prevents 
a loss of sap expending Itself upon useless wood 
aud the form ation of ugly wounds by and by if 
th e w shoots are let t to absorb the vigor of the 
tree until I Hey require die knife to rem ove them . 
By the end of die season your tree will have be­ 
come a stout staudard, branching into th ree long 
prongs. 
Why were bu t three buds left to form the future 
tree? Why not more or less? 
Because i-xpei ie .ce has proved th a t the triple 
crotch is the strongest form of tree grow th. 
H ad 
you left tw o or lour buds, dividing die I ee lino 
two equal divisions, in th eir 
attergrow di their 
w eight would have been alw ays ap art from each 
other, and in some year of heavy fruitage your 
tree would have split in tw ain, losing you the 
tim e as well as your rew ard for the c ire bestow ed 
upon it; w hereas, the three limbs interlock their 
strong fibres around each oilier, and give a triple 
strength to this foundation or your fu tu re tree, 
wi.ich ensures it against atty auca after catastro ­ 
phe. 
8ha I we not leave these three prongs th eir full 
grow th, so as to taste the tru it of our tree in the 
comhig year? 
N o; work for the year beyond th a t; clip them 
back to half their length, when f ont eauli will 
spring three oilier lateral shoots, as in your first 
y ear’s pruning, giving you nine limbs in your sec­ 
ond year insiead ut die m ice you would nave bad, 
besides placing your crop 
upon 
snort, stout 
b ran d ies, w here it has greater si au n ty from sud­ 
den gusts of wind. 
in tne next season clip back 
your lime shoots to half th eir grow th, as you did 
die ti.rec of the previous year, aud under your 
careful training your tree will grow on in beauty, 
sym m etry and strength, and th ereafter repay you 
ahuudred-foid to r alf the care bestow ed upon it; 
nor ever require the d.atgerous experim ent of tak ­ 
ing off lim os tim size of a m an’s arm here ana 
there, with die consequent loss of sap, to bring it 
Hilo proper shape. 
is the process of pruning alike beneficial to all 
trees? 
No. Some endure tbe operation m uch b etter 
than others. 
Our expel ience Has been f ia t cherry 
trees are p a r tic u la r averse to pruning of any 
kind, and seem , from die exuding gum , never 
quite to recover the taking off of a* large limb, 
even though the wound was Instantly covered with 
a coating of shellac dissolved iu alcohol, which 
preparation we keep ou hand to use for this pur­ 
pose when sueh am putations are unavoidable. 
Peach trees, on the other hand, seem to renew 
their youth aud vigor all the more for the pruning 
they receive. 
Iud cd, w ithout tills, a peach tree 
only lives from eight to ten years, when, by con­ 
stantly renew ing its grow th, pruning off tho old 
aud letting the new wood take tis pl .ee, tuey have 
been known to thrive for thrice that tim e. 
But suppose one comes Hilo possession of an 
old, neglected orchard. 
W hat then? 
P ut it lulu pr<>pes training as so n as possible, 
for die Bonner tins end is attained the sooner you 
will reap your ie ward. 
T ake, for U i'tauce, an old, 
neglected apple tree, winch has had no clip from 
the pru n ers’ shears since the day It was first 
planted (aud one may sam ple of these in alm ost 
auy drive of a mile turouguoui the country); have 
your saw, shears ana shellac ail ready. Now stand 
buck I ruin die tree aud take a good look a t it from 
all lour sides, through an im aginary circle held 
up betw een yourself and die tree. 
H ave the cen­ 
tre ut the circ.e exactly over the tru n k , and let it 
include the m aul average of the tree’s circum .Bo­ 
dice. 
Note, how, w hat lim bs extend beyond 
th at circ.e, and take them off at once. 
Step back 
again. Go all around the tree, applying your 
circle on all sides, aud skear ol* all the strag­ 
gling boughs lo the Unlit It proscribes. 
Tins 
being done, take auntlier good look a t your sub­ 
ject. 
W herever you see tun os iuterlappH ig, cross­ 
ing and U nerlering w an each oilier, cut them out, 
coaling over the w„und with shellac, if it be a 
large one. Condemn a t once all oin, half-dead or 
diseased wood, leaving as tar as possible only new 
ana healthy stock from wiiioh to tram your am ire 
tree, Hmm ng oui even those w heie they are too 
thick, tor th ere m ust be iree ventilation for both 
sunlight and air throughout the tree to enable it 
to bring Its fruit to perfection. Do not be afraid 
to trim severely in tins c a tor fear your tree will 
not be able to bear, in the next year, a crop suf­ 
ficiently large to satisfy your Desires. 
H erein lies 
the fault of most ail orchardists. 
They let their 
trees bear too much, losing in quality every time 
m oie than they gain by die increased quaudty 
lite tree attem pts lo Lu tug to perlccuon. 
The resu lt of this short-sightedness tells upon 
the fruit-grow ers’ 
pocket m a id laity when lie 
comes to dispose of his crop, Tho sum .I, stunted 
apple from the overloaded tree, being a drug in 
tne m arket, finds no purchaser, aud fails to repay 
even die cost of picking, to say nothing of boxing 
aud shit ping; w hilst m e large, n e tte d trull tram 
the w eii-p.uiied tree, w here it has had a chance 
to deve.op nil its lusciousness, will alw ays be iii 
active dem and, com m and the highest price, and 
pay a fair profit to die producer. 
iu c.inclusion So.um un’s advice w ith regard to 
the bringing up of childi en is equ .liy applicable 
to die establishm ent ol aa orchard: "T ram up a 
tree in the Way it should go, and when it is old” 
you will reaii your rew ard ; neglect ti "in die days 
of its youth,” aud no atter-; ruuimr can quite su;>- 
piv its lack of early training, though much may he. 
done, even with ..it old m c:,aid, to improve lls 
In d u c e aud ensure an abundant rew ard for all the 
cate bestow ed upon it. w hilst in the m eantim e a 
a young orchard is under training, aud w ith the 
quick flight el time com ing rapidly along to lay 
its bounties a t the feet and b ess the baud th at 
planted and pruned it.—[R ural Dress. 


T h ib * « W o rth K n o w in g ' 
Artificial fertilizt rs are indispensable to tile 
fillip profitable culture of farm s, aud especially of 
dairy farm s upuii which large fodder crops are 
grown. 
In fact, this m ethod of feeding the soil is 
exactly parallel t<f the feeding of anim als w ith 
supplem entary looJs. and it goes w ithout saying 
th at no da rym aii or fan n er eau succeed w ithout 
using these. 
And yet th ere are poisons who are 
prejudiced against artificial m anures. 
Otto w rites 
from Ohio: “ if farm ers would take more pains to 
m ake and save all the m anure they could, there 
would be no need of buying so much artificial ma­ 
nure. I know one man who bullnut a ton of super­ 
phosphate a t a cost of $34, aud left a large lot of 
barnyard m anuie lying in his y ard , to wade 
UiroitgU all w inter aud sp rin g .” 
This proves 
nothing against artificial m anures, 
it proves th at 
this m an was very stupid, nut for buying the 
super; lins; hate, but for leaving the m ai.u.e in his 
yard unused, unless lie bad good reason to do so 
oil ac om it o Us being uufit for preseut use, wbicu 
ll might easily be. 
T ild e are ouly th ree insects th a t are really 
troublesom e to pal lor plants, m e aphis (or green 
Iiv), tile led spider and mealy hug. 
Tile first is 
easily destroyed by tobacco in any form , either as 
a liquid, dust or by am oke. 
The m ost convenient 
way to use it tor house paints is to first wet the 
leaves, their dust snuff or tobacco dust over them . 
T he red spider insect is not quite so easy to man­ 
age, it never appears uulei-s the air ii hot aud dry, 
when it a tta ck s tile low r side of ilie leaves. Tho 
best rem . dy is to w ash tile leaves off with a 
sponge, or, if the plants are very large, lay the 
plants on their sine and strike the leaves toro!My 
with w atei lroiu a syringe or hose. T he mealy hug 
insect looks like utile bits of cotton, and is usual,)' 
found a t tile axils of the leaves. 
It is b ist n - 
muved by a strong hair pencil, a lte r which syringe 
or sponge tile plant. 
it bas been trulv said th at one of the most com­ 
mon m istakes in farm ing is the atten t,a to eulii 
vate too ii,urb land. 
Too Hindi work is laid out 
aud too little done. One man and one assistant 
for three or four m onths ot the year will iindei- 
tik e to crop eighty acres. Tim grouud is im per­ 
fectly prepared and poorly seeded. 
The wi.oie 
work Is rushed, arid although the labor is pet- 
f,.rilled late and early the work is never over­ 
taken. 
T here is alw ays more to do titan can be 
done w ith so few hands. 
The result is a hard 
y ear’s work an i uo profit, w ith. som etim es, tbe 
coni'lusi ii th at “ farm ing does hoi pay.” 
Every farm er who can should have a neat. blue­ 
grass lawn next to Hie bouse, a t Hie front and 
sides. 
Purchasers will pay an > x ira i rice for so 
desirable au audition to tbe attractiveness of a 
farm home.

Dr. W alker of Carroll M in ty reports to the

th a t tile well receives no uram age from any un­ 
clean source. 
It Is said th at th e best quality of charcoal is 
m ade from oak, maple, beech and chestnut. Wood 
will furnislt, when properly charged, about 20 per 
cent. of coal. 
A bushel of coal from pine weighs 
about tw enty-nine pounds. 
A bushel of coal from 
bard wood weigiis thirty pounds. About IOO parts 
of oak m ake tw enty-three of charcoal; the sam e 
quantity of red pine tw enty-tw o and one-tenth, aud 
of w hite pine tw enty-three.

U u’ess the crop can begot In early oats are safer 
than barley. 
B ailey, if late sown, I < usually be­ 
low standard weight, aud then it is alm ost unsal­ 
able except for feed. 
Light we,gilt o a t', on the 
contrary, will commonly sell for as much per 
bushel by w eight as will those th at are heavier. 
T he sam e w eight when m easured out by the neck 
or half-peck goes farther. 
In Ireland die area under cultivation is con­ 
stantly dim inishing. 
Tile decline extends alike to 
grain, grain crops, ll ix and rotation grasses. Even 
Potatoes occupy 30,000 acres less than in 1882. 
The decrease Ut the area under w heat am ounts to 
58,000 acres, or nearly 38 per cent. 
T here is 
some increase in the num ber of caille and a slight 
Increase iii sheep and lam bs, bat the num ber of 
both the la tte r is about 28 per c e n t less titan tw o 
years ago. 
in pigs there has been a decrease for 
th e year of over lo o ,OOO. 
Much difficulty is often experienced by farm ers 
in rn k im callings of grape and oilier wood when 
planted in cold soil in die spring. 
Ti e trouble 
partly arises from the fact th a t alt is much w arm er 
than the soil, which starts the bud before root 
action com m ences. 
If cuttings are placed with | 
tlieir base ends in dry soil in the cellar bottom ,

ti e base will callous and lie ready to em it roots 
as soon as planted. M arket garueners m ake every 
cutting live by furnishing bottom heat, wliieh 
simply m eans keeping die soil In which the cut­ 
ting is planted w arm er than the bud, which is ex­ 
posed lo tile air. 
It is som etim es a good plan w here sows can be 
kept in a warm basem ent in a barn to allow diem 
to farrow late in w inter. 
T he pigs will be m ore 
valuable as they w ill be m ade of m arketable size 
for porkers earlier in the season. But die w arm est 
q uarters will not prevent the necessity for w atch­ 
ful care about the tim e die pigs are to I e dropped. 
It is w orth while sitting tip all of one night to save 
a litter of pigs, eaeli one of winch con .is a t least 
$1 at th at early age. 
One danger from sows far­ 
row ing iii w inter is th a t they will becom e feverish 
and destroy th eir young. 
Rack of green food is 
die cause of this tendency. 
Feeding with toots or 
w ith bran, rattier than w ith m ore heating food, 
will prevent this difficulty. 
The exact value of the meal of corn and cob 
ground together is a subject upon which a great 
variety of opinions have bi eu expressed. 
Many 
farm er? believe th ai cob meal Is m ore or less inju­ 
rious to d ie stom ach of anim als.; others adm it 
th a t the cob contributes som ew hat to tile value of 
the meal when ground witli coni, but not enough 
to pay for the difference in die cost of grinding 
Hie kernels alone and the corn with the cob. 
T he 
nutrim ent of the corn cobs rests alm ost entirely 
iu the carbnn-bydrates—sugar, starch cellulose— 
there being an infinitesim al quantity of th e m ore 
im portant Ingredients of album inoids and fats. 
T he advantage of grinding the cob and corn to­ 
gether, according to as good authority as E lliott 
VV. Stew art, is not altogether Id the nutrim ent of 
the cob, but because the cob, being a coarser and 
a spongy m aterial, gives bulk and divides and 
separates die flite m eal, so as lo allow a free circu­ 
lation of toe gastric juices through tne m ass iii 
die stom ach. 
Cornm eal w hen w et into plastic 
dough is very solid and not easily penetrated by 
any liquid; hence pigs when fed on cornm eal 
alone ofteu suffer w ith fever in die stom ach be­ 
cause die meal lies there too long undigested. 
T he authority referred to, who has fed corn and 
cob meat largely to both swine and horses, says 
lie uever observed any ill effects therefrom , but ors 
the coutrary found it a healthier feed th an clear 
uieal. 
T he old notion th a t any soil Is good enough to 
raise beaus is a m istaken one. 
In planning for 
next season's crop it will pay you to select one of 
your best pieces of ground for beans, aud see th at 
it is pu t in prim e condition. 
W hile they wilt exist 
in a poor soil, they will only do tlieir hest la a rich 
one. 
Given a good rich soil and good cultivation, 
beans will usually prove one of the m ost profita­ 
ble crops on the farm . 
Corn will shrink front the tim e it Is husked from 
the field or shock, in the autum n, in w ell-protected 
cribs, front 20 to 30 per cent, by spring. 
T hat is, 
IOO bushels will shrink to seventy or eighty, ac­ 
cording to how dry it was when gathered. 
Sound 
corn will shrink 20 per c e n t, so th a t torty cents 
per bushel us it comes from the field is as good as 
fifty cents in the spring. 
In uu ad u ress bell.re the Ind ian a Poultry Asso­ 
ciation, Mr. A. M. H alstead m ade tile following 
statem en t: “ In tile Slate of New York, accord­ 
ing to the last census—1875—the value of the 
poultry owned in the State was in round num bers 
83.000,000; value of poultry sold iu 1876, $1,- 
8 o0,000; Value of eggs sold in 1875,92,500,000. 
New York City alone now consum es over 20,000 
car-loads of live and dressed poultry yearly. 
The 
capacity of a freight ear Is about ten to n s; to be 
w ithin bounds allow only half th at am ount to a 
car-load—five tons—and we have a total of IOO,- 
000 tons, which a t ten ceuts per pound (another 
low estim ate) gives us $20,000,000 as the v a l u ­ 
ation of the poultry consum ed every year ut New 
York City alone, 
it also consum es over 300,- 
000.000 of eggs, the value of Ute latter a t average 
New Yo k prices being $8,000,000. Tile num ber 
of eggs produced ye..fly iii the whole of the United 
S tates is upw ard of 9,OOO,OOO,OOO, Valued .t $240,- 
000,UUU. 
The vaiu<- of the poultry consum ed In 
the U nited States is estim ated a t $300,000,000 
per year. 
The to tal of the two item s is $54o,- 
000,000 per year, representing Hie value of the 
poultry and eggs consum ed yearly by the people 
of the U nited States. 
•‘W hich yields the b etter or greater profits, eggs 
or table fow ls?” inquires an » xperUneuter. 
P er­ 
haps ihe form er—lf we cultivate the right breeds 
for egg-productlon. A good way to c a lc u la r tilts 
problem is to select the sort of fowls th at will, in 
proportion to size, yield you tile largest average 
num ber of eggs iii a given lime. Two dozen eggs, 
a t the best m arket rate of fresh ones, will bi iug 
about the price of a common fow l’s dressed car­ 
oa s. 
If you cultivate only Hie ordinary barn­ 
yard fowls, or Me iesser-sizea birds, like Hie Leg­ 
horns, tor exam ine, you may get so gooul) a 
product of eggs (in num ber) in a season as to 
hi..Ko these pay you b elter tu au will the fowl it­ 
self m erely as d o s se d poultry. 
Tile Leghorns 
will lay a good many eggs in a year, wltn a fair 
chance and good keeping. 
It costs, to sup ort 
these small fowls, less than it does to feed the 
A siatics, white tile eggs are being grown. 
And In 
the m arket “ an egg is an egg.” \\ e sin uld, there- 
lore, say that, ordinarily, the production of eggs 
from m oderate-sized flocks, th at may be disposed 
ut at a handy m arket (or to fam ilies rn your neigh­ 
borhood who are willing to pay the high. st pi aff* 
for fresh ones m r their own tallies) will give a 
greater profit th an will dead poultry alone. 
Fautiy Field thus expresses herself as to the 
food value of unix for hens: “ I quire agree with 
tilt*cnrrcspon cu t of th e A m erican Poultry Yard, 
w ho deciares them is no feed oil earth so goou for 
fo u ls iiuu chicks as m t;k in some form. F or very 
young chicks we make the cathin red niilK lino 
b atell cheese, and use tire whey to mix feed tor , 
otnei fowls and thickens.

Varied Views Concernin'? the Life of the 


Adlerian Girl in Ail Classes. 


The Coming Fashions of Spring Cast

Hie 
Woman’s 
Educational and 
Industrial 
Union, the work of which is a distinctive feature 
inning (hose many humanitarian movements for 
which Boston Is noted, has been the parent stem 
Irom which has grown similar associations in 
Other cities. 
They have sprung up all about, 
lither a direct outgrowth lrom the Boston Institu­ 
tion, or Inspired by its ide i aud modelled upon Its 
lystein of wotk. And, altogether, they are doing 
I great, good work. 
They are the expression of a 
sew feedlot that is growing in the public mind, a 
feeling that arises as the reaction from the natural 
drifting toward caste and social distinctions aud 
more closely-drawn lines between social classes 
which come with growing wealth. 
They are one 
form of the new statement of equality, of the being 
born "free and equal," which must be said in the 
face ol our changing materia) conditions as firmly 
and as bravely as It was said In the first place, 
ftorliapt* they do not give a perfect expression to 
that feeling, pet bai s Hie feeling of equal ty ltseh 
• not as strong as It might be, but they are powers 
tor good, and they do a woik that Is In eveiy way 
interesting. 
Au account of the work of the I’tnla- 
aelphla organization, which is called the New 
Century Club, appeared in the Call of that city, 
from which we make some extracts that Its method 
of work may be compared with that of the Boston 
union. 
It is located at 1112 Girard street. 
Hie 
Call says of its methods: 
‘•The $>cietv Itself Is social and literary, and as 
such by Its rules is strictly, private.* There are, 
however, several committees whose work concerns 
the public, and of which W e a r e privileged to speak. 
One of these Is the committee on legal protection 
Tor wot kinswomen. The work of this committee 
s*ud it finds plenty of it to do—Is to aid pout 
stamen defrauded of their earnings by sewing- 
machine agents aud others of their ilk w h o ad­ 
vance money and goods under false representa­ 
tions. This committee will have Its hands lull so 
long as women are untrained to business habits. 
"The evening classes for workingwomen are 
*iow iii their third w inter. 
For the nm st part the 
.caching is volunteer, given by members# of the 
club, and is restri ted to worKlngwomen, Includ­ 
ing any calling from house help to teachers, witli- 
to/itt regard to color. 
Any woman who supports 
herself, and cannot afford to pay higher i rices for 
instruction, is at liberty to attend these classes. 
borne ol the teaching, such as singing, clo utioii, 
Shorthand, German, etc., has to be done by ex­ 
pert-, and eveu-here no difilculty is found in secur­ 
ing such talent as could not be bought by money 
for evening labor-well-known teachers appre­ 
ciating Hie good work, not hesitating to give their 
services gratuitously. 
“A pleasant feature of the club has grown out 
of the Interest the ladies connected wllii it have 
come lo feel in the workingwomen with whom 
they are tin own In contact, namely, a society 
callid the New Century Guild. 
Many of these 
poor women are deprived entirely of home life. 
All the semblance they have of It is a room—per­ 
haps cold and uncomfortable—In some boarding 
or lodglug-iiouse. 
At the gniia the rooms, always 
open to members, are furnished with a library, a 
piano, tables on which the magazines are placed, 
and tile privileges of which are p u rch a sed for £1 
l>er annum, 
ll has regular monthly sociables. Ai 
present the lime Is passed in flatting and with 
music and games, but It is proposed by and by to 
undertake some work bearing poetically on Hie 
Interests of 
workingwomen, 
limn gu,.d ami 
Classes ave works ot love on the part of the club."

T h# Leaven of D iscon ten t. 
Mrs. Margaret E. bangster has this to say in the 
Christian Union about the universal discontent 
that Is to bo found among the young women of to­ 
day: 
"Not every girl Is discontented, nor are any 
wretched all Hie time, 
lf they were, our homes 
would lose muon sunshine. Certainly no mass in 
the community is so constantly written about, 
talked at, and preached to us our girls.

City girls and 
country gills alike know the meaning of tills dis­ 
content, which sometimes amounts lo morbidness, 
and again only to nervous irritability.” 


The A m erican Sh oo Cirl. 
The New York Sun, in the course of an Inter­ 
view with a lady superintendent, an English­ 
woman, in a large dry goods establishment, got 
this opinion concerning Hie relative qualities of 
English aud American shot) girls: "Tliere is no 
fiomparlsou whatever,” said the little English­ 
woman, with a decisive shake of lier head. "The 
american girls are superior in every respect—In­ 
telligence, taste, nearness, 
quickness and cour­ 
tesy. 
It may strike you that thi re is doubt about 
the last, but I am right. 
The London shop girl is 
Insolent, while litre they are only saucy or imper­ 
tinent ii they offend at all. Theie is a vast differ­ 
ence.

T he C ustom of th e Country. 
#he Pbiladt lpliia Press thinks that the universal

These fresh and charming fabrics are as b o h and 
silky to the touch as foulard or Corah silks. 
Set 
floral designs closely cover the grounds, which 
sre of every shade. 
There are large oak leaves,

the pendant tips of a beeen spray; the branch of 
the Vogelbeerbaum—the bird-berry tree—like the 
mountain ash with clumps of red berries; the 
dark fans of an elm bough standing out against a 
pale ground.

For summer mantles, vlsltes, snou­ 
tier capes, and also for parts of dresses, there are 
gauze velours or velvt t-fluured grenndtues, not 
rn black only, bu: iii the gray aud Unit red shades 
that have been used for wraps tins winter. 
Beige 
and blown shades will also be consider’ d stylish 
rn these thick and thin fabrics. 
Black gauze 
mantles will again tic made up over colored satin 
surah linings, especially of red, lavender, or gray 
shades. 
For entire y black dresses for the early 
spring Hic handsomest satins are being provided 
tor the gloater part of the dress, to be enriched 
by a vest and skirt front of elaborate embroidery 
none on satin, or else on net that is laid upon 
satin.

X ew E m b ro id eries. 
Among novelties hi designs for embroidery is a 
sofa pillow of deep garnet plush in meal-b; g 
shape; Its upj et’ side decorated with blossoms 
and leaves of the Lady Washington ut nudum. 
The leaves aud stems were worked with arrasene, 
and the blossoms forint d of plush, appliqued. 
These can be J tircliased ready for ap) Boation, 
and are made from plush colored to Imitate the 
natural flowers, so that they have quite a life-1 ke 
appearance. 
The top of the plush bag, which ex­ 
tends above the pillow, is lined with pale pink 
silk to the depth of eight inches, and then gath­ 
ered up close to ll re l ilh.w-cuslnou aud fastened 
by a large I ow of the same color as Hie lining. 
A brush-holder in the shape of a guitar Is the 
most recent arragemenl for keeping these neces­ 
sary articles within convenient reach, though 
what connection there can be between a musical 
Instrument and a whisa-broom we cannot imagine. 
file shape of the guitar is first made from some 
ti in wood, then covered with dull blue plush; the 
strings are of gobi cord, held In place at each end 
by brass tacks with conical-flra; ell beads; an em- 
bi md' red strap across the body of the Instrument 
holds the brush in place. 
A new design used upon a oark-red stand cover 
represents Hie seasons. 
It consists of a leafless 
branch worked with 
crewels shading from a 
greenish wood color to a dark brown on tl.e outer 
edge, conveying tire ulna of winier; In the lower 
part of the brunch a circular piece of ecru saline 
is fastened to Hie cover with couching stitches of 
filoselle of the same shade. A collide of pink lose- 
iiurts w ere worked with fine arrasene in Hie centre 
of Hits appliqued piece, which is intender! to rep­ 
resent siring; while for summer, in Hie circular 
piece near I he top of Hie branch, the buds had 
developed into fuli-blow u roses. Tills overlapped 
the circle Just beneath, containing autumn leaves 
emblematical of fall. 
The effect of Hie whole was 
very pleasing. 
A square sofa-piilow of plush has a crackle de­ 
sign consisting of angular lines, among which 
b ossoms aud leaves are scattered. This style of 
ornamentation is a popular feature, seen alike 
upon colored or while materials, aud suggested ny 
the eracklm < Dilia or craekleware, the glaze of 
which is applied over a checked surface, so that 
the glaze or enamel will have the effect of being 
cracked. For this pillow the angular lines were 
formed ny Unsel-threads, and the pol argon him 
leaves and blossoms were 
then Interspersed 
among ti.esc angles. 
In contrast to this and more 
truly artistic, as its des gn was Iii ported har­ 
mony with nature, is a screen panel. 
Upon null- 
blue plush, hex gens, ala.iii two fiches in diam­ 
eter, were formed by gobi bullion, which, by Hie 
way, is said never to tarnish. 
Life-size nastur­ 
tiums were trailed tip tliis lattice-like work, and 
the blossoms of velvety-crimson, mingled with 
those of yellow, witn dark-green leaves, looked us 
though they bad just been transferred from tho 
garden. 
Some beautiful pieces of modern embroidery 
were shown at tile recent loan exhibition held in 
this city ; prominent among them was a series of 
needle-woven tapestries, designed by Miss Dora 
Wheeler, and wiought by Hie Associated Artists. 
The flesh tints were so perfectly copied in the fig­ 
ures composing tire several designs that it was 
dithcuii to tell whether itrey were embroideries or 
paintings, or a combination of Hie two. 
Ja rs of roses were very artistically executed 
upon a pair of silk canvas portless, the low, 
greenish-colored Jar on one I eing lilied with yel­ 
low aud deep-red roses, while in Hie oilier were 
combined white, yellow and pink roses, so fullv 
blown I hat some 
i f Hie Petals had .apparently 
dropped ny Hie side of the jar on the canvas. 
Tile jar of chrysanthemums, tire illustration for 
which is kindly furnisned by the Luau Catalogue, 
was designed for a screen, and was worked upon 
changeable si.k of bronzC-blue color. 
The jar was 
formed by darning stitches regularly woven In, 
using light, blue at the bottom, and shaded to a 
dark red oil Hie upper side. 
Tile blossoms were of 
dull reds, pale pinks and yellows, and worked 
with satin stitch; the stems were made w ith chain 
stitches. 
In outline embroidery, leaves and petals are 
worked much heavier than formerly, which gives 
more expression to the designs, 
it Is not neces­ 
sary to employ a new stitch to do this, but rather 
to take them ere. t and quite close together. 
A 
tuffet cover of white linen monde cloth, decorated 
with a cherry branch, had Hie edges of the leaves 
worked in this way: the fruit was outlined in Hie 
ordinary manner, aud then lilied in witli darning 
stitches. 
Snowballs, which have been so much used for 
embroidery designs, are given a more natural 
appearance, tills season, by making Hie blossoms 
of Lits of ribbon. A foundation stuffed enough to 
raise it a full half-inch iii the centre is first made. 
Two pieces of very narrow gros trriiln ribbon, 
three-quarters of an inch in length and notched on 
the ends, are crossed and fastened in Hie centro 
with a stltek of yellow silk to this stuffed founda­ 
tion, to represent the blossom petals; these aire 
tacked on quite close together,, urn ll the founda­ 
tion is entirely covered. 
Worked iii tills way the 
snowball is one of the easiest flowers to form that 
can be used. 


How to Knit S to ck in g s. 
With common-sized knitting yarn Gaston thirty- 
four stitches on each needle. Rib ait inch or more, 
if desired. 
Knit plain a good finger length; then 
begin Hie narrowing. On one needle knit fourteen 
stitches; narrow; knit two; narrow; knit Hie rest 
plain: a so tire oilier two m edius. 
Knit seven 
rounds; knit thirteen stitches and narrow as be­ 
fore on the same ueeuie you narrowed on before. 
Continue until you have only twenty-five stitches 
un each needle. 
Knit one finger length plain. 
Take six stitches from each of Hie side needles 
and put them on the needle on which you nar­ 
rowed, for ti re heel. 
Knit Hie heel almost a finger 
length. 
Knit fifteen stitches on the light side, 
narrow, knit C rec, narrow, knit the rest off plain. 
Repeat five times, always narrowing on Hie right 
side only. After narrowing on the fifth round turn 
the work without Knitting across, take off Hie first 
stitch, knit three, n irrow me fourth and flrui.lurn 
the work, take ofl the first all tell, and proceed as 
before, until Hie stitches are a1) narrowed off. Take 
up tim stitches down the side of the heel by knit. 
tine Into the edge. 
Knit across mid take up the 
other side. 
Knit down to the middle needle. Take 
seven off each end of the middle needle aud 
put oil to each side needle; narrow the side 
needles down to twenty-four on each by narrowing 
every other round wnere the stitches of the middle 
needle Join those taken up from the heel. 
Knit 
two finger lengths, measuring from the tip of Hie 
heel. Bt gin to nan ow cif the stocking by knitting 
one stitch on either of the needles; narrow ana 
knit avruss. narruwiug th# last two stitches. Do 


the same on each needle. Then knit three rounds, 
narrow as at first, knit Hire' rounds, narrow, knit 
thtee rounds, narrow, knit two rounds, na; row, 
two, narrow, and then narrow every other 
rWrnd until it is almost off. and then narrow rv> ry 
time until you get down to two stitches on each 
needle; then Mud it off and darn down the 
thread. 


©hair T idias. 
The variety is almost enclh ss, ranging from the 
dainty aud elegant combinations of lace, satin and 
%Velvet, suitable only for the costliest L rn Hum and 
surroundings, and always more ornamental than 
useful, to the simple affair of knotted cottou yam 
which hangs limp aud shapeless over the top of Hie 
much used cane-butiorr. rocking chair. This knotted 
tidy is too familiar to need description.

C reton n e S ta id Cover. 
I first purchased 
a variety of quarter-yard 
lengths of the heavy cretonne, such as Is sold for 
twenty-five cents a yard, choosing medium dark 
grounds, containing pretty figures in delicate 
colors. 
From these squares five inches in diame­ 
ter wore cut, so that each one would have some 
bright flower or bird in the centre. 
These were 
arranged lo contrast prettily, and then firmly 
sewed together on the wrong side, the seams 
pressed open, and feather stitch of yellow silk 
worked on the right side over all the joinings. 
Black velvet ribboii, two Indies wide, edged with 
tile feather stitch, bordered the cover ami served 
as In reding to the simple fringe made from ravelled 
unbleached Russia crash. 
The cover was then 
lined with silesia. 


Unique S o fa Pillow. 
It is made from one of the grayish silk handker­ 
chiefs seen in gentlemen’s furnishing stores. 
A 
cardinal handkerchief is chosen which has an owl 
in oue corner. 
After the pillow Is made and cov­ 
ered w ith silesia or some similar material, inn the 
handkerchief over it and turn the corner, which is 
ornamented with Hie low back toward the centre, 
and catch it there with invisible st Hires. 
The 
corner of Hie pillow that Is lelt visible has a piece 
oi black velvet put smoothly over it, and a hand­ 
some ribbou bow of the color of the handkerchief 
is fastened to the velvet. 
The pillow is finished 
on Hie edge with a silk cord of bright gold color, 
and the under side is lined with canton flannel. 
It is pretty, and lakes but a few hours to make. 


S tock in g S u ooo rters. 
When buying elastic ribbon for children’s stock­ 
ing supporters, procure a fine-webbed brand; one 
pair of these will outwear several of the cheaper 
ones. 
Do not put button-boles in the elastic, but 
hem the ends and sew on loops of narrow white 
tape. 
Make Hic supporters long enough for the 
shortest stockings, and add a couple of loops of 
tape two Inches apart on the upper end for use 
witn longer hose, 
lf at any nine It Is necessary 
to allow the supporter to encircle the leg, procure 
the ribbon with fluted edges, as ihut is much more 
elastic than anv other kind, and will offer less 
hindrance to circulation. 


Crilled Kidneys. 
Two beef kidneys, one egg, bread crumbs, salt 
and pepper, butter; cut the kidneys in thick slices, 
dip them in an egg previously beaten up with salt 
and pepper, then sprinkle with breadcrumbs, put 
a piece of butter Hie bize of an egg to m elt; when 
melted dip in the kidneys and pass them again in 
bread crumbs, tlieu grill ort r a slow fire and serve 
with sauce or rich gravy; before being dressed in 
nay way kidneys should always be plunged In boll­ 
ing water for a minute or so. 


Children’s L ag g in g s. 
A very good and serviceable garment for school 
and c milton use can be made at home by cutting 
off the feet of worn hose. 
Turn up a hem at the 
bottom and sew a strip of leather to go under the 
foot aud nold tile legging in place. A bit of leather 
cut from an old shoe answers every purpose. 


N ent L ou n ge Quilt. 
Among the pretty and attractive ways to finish 
the edge of a silk lounge quilt are these; Put a 
border of narrow ribbon on in strips, make a 
point ou the end of each piece of ribbon, and nuder 
these, allowing it to show a trifle, put a ruffle of 
lace. Another way is to omit the lace and put a 
tassel or small ball on each point. 


T o Fry P n rtr d ie s . 
Take a brace of partridges that have either 
been roasted or braised, cut them into quarters 
abd dip then into beaten and seasoned yolks of 
eggs; make some butter hot In a fryiug-pan and 
fry the pieces of partridge a rich brown. 


T o Grill Cold Fowl. 
Cut It in pieces and rub each pteco in some salt 
pepper aud dry mustard mixed on a plate; then 
place on gridiron over a slow, clear fire, so that 
each piece becomes perfectly hot through.

February I. Po:red off rooted cuttings of chry­ 
santhemums that are Intended to make p'ants for 
next winter’s bloom. Also, potted little plants of 
Stevia variegate to be used in summer for edging 
borders of flower beds.

S e a so n a b le Htnts. 
If plants In pots have not had the soil soured by 
over-watering, under bad drainage, or otherwise 
become sickly, say through attacks of Insects or 
very bad treatment, they may Ire kept in pots for 
years and do well; but very often ll is evident tho 
plant is not at home lu a pot. Then it Is best to 
prune It and plant it out iu the open ground all 
summer. Oleanders, oranges, az.i ens, camellias 
and similar things are very much benefited by 
treatment like this: and most tilings like to grow 
in Hie open giouiid during the summer iu our 
commy, provided the root s. a re at all fibrous and 
will penult of their being lifted with care, for pot­ 
ting aguilt in Hie autumn season. 
Bouvardlas, 
carnations and many tilings .grown bv florists for 
cut flowers in winter are treated iii this way. 
Iii decorating 
one’s garden for Hie summer 
there are many g *ecnhouse climbing plants which 
could be set out to great advantage, helping tho 
plants aud ornamenting the ground at the sumo 
time. 
There are few things more beautiful In home 
decoration than orun»i< Mal grasses, and where 
pampas and 
other rich things have been pre­ 
served Iii pots all whiter, they should be set out 
in deep, rich soil, iii order to get a good stock for 
parlor ornament next season. 
People seldom think of Imaging baskets till tho 
fall conies, but tho bt st lady gardener tif our ac­ 
quaintance starts lier baskets rn the spring, and 
hangs them under the shade of trees all summer. 
Many kinds of orchids; ii i baskets may also be 
tiling all summer under the branches of trees. 
Those plants which are x> ire kept In tints all 
summer are best set < ut in partially shaded places. 
There arc n o t many things which care to he nuder 
glass Hie whole season ii i our country. 
It seems 
e fly to our Northern renders to talk of these 
tilings, but we have renders where Hie spring vio­ 
let already blooms, and it will not be long before 
spring is evt rywliere, 
it Is not alwavs that latitude means temper­ 
ature. 
While all the Unum was complaining of 
the to riffle freeze early in .January, we in Phila­ 
delphia could not get nearer zero Hum G:, and 
while wilting this, with four incliesof snow nu 
Hie ground, we eau walk around comfortably 
without overcoats. 


Green Fire#. 
Aphides, or green flies, as we commonly call 
them, are a great nuisance at this time, aud flower 
buds and young growths are their favorite food. 
Fumigating them with tobacco smoke In the 
dwelling-house is a pretty story "for the marines.” 
My practical observation lias not been very lim­ 
ited, but when it comes to fumigating plants in 
dwelling-houses, I know 1101111112 at all about it. 
would not allow it to be done in my house, and I 
do not 
know of any one who would in his. 
Still. I have read of its being recommended 
olten enough, and how prettily people would 
do it, too—under- barrets, wet sheets, in tho 
cupboard, un empty room, or the cellar! 
Hie 
simplest way is to wash off the insects with soap­ 
suds, soft water, or warm water, say at a temper­ 
ature of 120°; or dip them rn tobacco water Hie 
color of tea, afterwards washing them in clean 
water. In washing them you can stand them, pots 
aud all, in a tub of water, and with your hand 
throw Hie water up among Hie leaves and shoots 
and biiug down Hie enemy—a nice amusement on 
washing-day afternoons. 
But for safety’s sake, 
if you stand Hie roots in the water, do not use it 
over 110°, or a very littIn over. 
Tobacco water 
won’t hurt the roots of tho plants, or, let me as­ 
sure you, the grubs or earthworms la the soil. 


W aterim * P lan t#. 
But at this time of year be careful about water­ 
ing your plants. 
If Hie water stands Iu Hie pot 
without immediately sinking into the soil, turn 
that plant out of Its pot and pick away some of Hie 
earth from the bottom of the ball, or, lf convenient, 
repot the plant. 
Worms clog the drainage. 
You 
may sonic ti mrs catch them by turning tho plants 
out of the pots ami plcklug out 
the worms; 
but, if you fail to see tire worms, apply some lime 
or soot water. 
Most plants relish it, but worms 
dislike It. 
While vigorous plants, as clnera- 
ri is, want copious waterings, such plauts as 
coleuses, Iresines, ageratums, aud the like, that 
you are merely wintering ov’er for rn xt summer’s 
garden, soou Id mil get more than will keep them 
fresh and plump. HucciPeiit plants, as cactuses, 
century plauts, house leeks, and Hie like, require 
very little lf any water. Old fuchias, lemon-seemed 
verbenas, and deciduous woody plants of that 
nature, lf kept cool and dry In winter, sta t to 
grow more kindly in spring; ami when you do wish 
to start them, sprinkle them overhead of euer than 
at the root, and It will help them to break more 
evenly. 


Crowding R oot#. 
Those of your plants—as calla Hiles, Paris 
daisies, abutilons, growing roses and the like— 
whose pots are well filled with roots, should re­ 
ceive some stimulating: food, and as applying 
liquid manure to plauts is not very pleasant in the 
sitting-room, you cannot do much better than 
scratch out a good deal of Hie old soil from Hie 
surface of Hie pots and fill up with fresh compost, 
sa- le.if-soll or loam and weli-rotted manure in 
equal par's, ami pack It down very firmly; and to 
the plants that are blooming and growing vigor­ 
ously give lots of water. 


Com m unis. 
Tho geraniums we lifted in the fall are now 
breaking into growth, and in a few weeks will be 
In blossom; the same with a bm lions and other 
plants. Keep them clean from ail decaying leaves, 
cut off dead snags, shorten them back lf needed 
to make them shapely and rearrange them so 
tnat they may have as much sunlight as possible. 
That Is, let geraniums, petunias, oxalises and 
other sun-loving plants, and such as are iu blos­ 
som, occupy the sunniest window - and places In 
them, and such plants, as cactuses of all sorts, 
ferns, German ivy aud Hie like, have the Shadier 
places.

How They Are Cared For at 


the Chardon Street Home. 


W ort Enon?!! to Kwp Them til from Having 


the Dyspepsia or the Gout 


Old Women With Pipe? in Stocking or 


Bonnet—A Regular Boarder. 


At lo o’clock tins morning a Globk reporter 
strolled into the cit# wood yard 
located on Haw­ 
kins street. 
Alinit eight wayfarers were splitting 
wood, while another squad was busily loading a 
delivery wagon. 
"Tire men who apply for a bed,” said an officer 
of the lodge, "are of all nationalities, save the 
Chinese. 
Many are tramps, w ho would not ire 
contented In any permanent emplwmenL 
When 
they come in, they are taken downstairs and 
bathed; in a few Instances, literally scrubbed. 
They then put on tho robe# of night aud seek the 
bed. They rise at fi o'clock during tins season of 
the year. 
Wnen dressed, they are required to re­ 
port to tho superintendent, who assigns them 
their stints. 
After their task is done, they are 
conducted in convenient numbers to the wash­ 
room and then to the refectory, a quarter of an 
hour being allowed for break! tsL 
"A re you not afraid of encouraging dyspepsia 
among them by this limit ?” 
‘ Not at alL 
What we giro them—meat, soup, 
flail chowder, or beans and bread—is digestible 
enough.” 
"IM tnev resume work after breakfast ?” 
"Y es; 1 boy work until 1 1 o’clook, when they are 
discharged.” 
"How many sleepers do you accommodate a 
night ’7” 
“ Well, we had IOO guests last night. Quite 
a number of young vagrants who have run away 
from home, and have had bud luck, turn up.” 
"D o many try to shirk their duties?” 
“Oh. rome that have had all they want to eat 
steal away from the yard and we never see them 
again. 
Ii is often amusing to see how they escape 
on a full stomach.” 
Tire women's and chl’dren’s lodge is in n rear 
annex of Hie Chardon Street Home. 
“ Between 
sixty aud seventy persons are lodged here every 
night,” said the matron. 
"Half of the applicants 
are domestics out of employment. 
House ser­ 
vants are constantly returning from tire country, 
preferring lo work in tho city. Their trunks ara 
frequently left at the railway stations or .utile 
homes of their friends where they cannot stay 
themselves, while ihev are in search of a place. 
Bom • domestics come to tne lodge with all' their 
worldly effects in a bundle or dilapidated carpet­ 
bag.” 
“ There are some bad characters that seek shel­ 
ter lier*', of course.” 
‘‘Certainly-—Hie good, bad and Indifferent. 
We 
search Hie pockets of nil applicants and give 
them a batii iii water, of the temptrature they 
choose.” 
“The object of searching them is to prevent 
their smuggling In Intoxicants, tobacco, snuff and 
sn on. ?)nie iii it white an old w 
an addicted to 
lier pipe will have it concealed in lier stockings 
or und* r her Irennct. 
I have never caught ativ- 
one 
ii i tire act of smoking, but have frequently 
smelt the fumes. 
Of course they always A ny 
cverythng.” 
‘•Do the women render nn equivalent in work 
for their food and lodging?” 
"Only in general housework. 
They sweep the 
looms and halls, clean tho stairs, make up Hie 
beds and do what sewing is required, They are 
called at 0.30 a. in. and breakfast at 7. 
We keen 
them from one day to three or four weeks, as Hie 
case may warrant. 
I hey get bread and tea for 
breakfast and supper. 
For Sinidiy dinner they 
pot baked beans: on Mondays they get beef soup; 
Tuesdays, salt fish; Wednesdays, mutton stew: 
Thursdays, beef soup; Fridays, fish chowder, and 
Saturdays, beef soup again, with plenty of pota­ 
toes and bread every day.” 
"Do anv professional women In misfortune 
come here?” 
"W e give a great many outside meals to women 
we know nothing about except that they come 
hero hungry and a < a wav after they have eaten. 
We make about 130 loaves of this bread a day, 
consuming four barrels of flour a week. 
We 
furnish the men’s lodge with bread.” 
"How about the tied*?” 
"Oil, they are comfortable slab beds with two 
mattresses on each one. There are llfly-two of 
them, aud when we are crowded we "put two 
women together." 
"D o they quarrel much?” 
“Sometimes they get into a row, but tire tea for 
breakfast and supper seems to put them In the 
mood of gossip r 'tiler than of bickering.” 
“ Well, w hat is It?" said the matron to a woman 
who had entered the office. 
Sire was periiaps 25. 
in unkempt apparel, aud with one eve that sug­ 
gested recent contact with a hard list. 
" I ’m hungry,” said tho woman, with a hardened 
smile. 
••Where did yon come from?” 
"Deer island.” 
"I thought so. 
Well, it isn’t time for dinner 
yer. 
You go out for an hoar and then come back.” 
"But I want something to eat,” persisted the 
woman, smiling again and displaying her discol­ 
ored teeth. 
“ Well, I guess you eau wait awhile. 
I can’t 
have you here.” 
"W hat?” 
"I say, go out for an hour. 
Then you can come 
back." 
The woman limped out of the room. 
"She's a hard drinker—probably been serving 
for drunkenness down at Hie Island.

The Tariff and the Presidency the Two 
Great Issues. 


Bookwalter of Ohio and His Free

W a s h in g t o n , F ebruary 8 .—Since W ednesday 
I have been In W ashington, finding It a great Im­ 
provem ent In the clim ate over New York tow ards 
spring.

T he p ace was im perfectly lighted, w as hardly 
graded anyw here, aud the great avenue betw een 
the Capitol and the treasu ry was a sort of bog 
which would dry up and turn Into a d u st heap.

perfect rectitude. Scandal Is the w orser form of 
im m orality. 
T here Is less of w hat Is called black­

tim e he m arried the daughter or sister of a m anu­ 
factu rer by the nam e of Lt ll. I, a t Springfield, 0., 
w hose en tire business is now Mr. Bookwalteris. 
He has

partners, and 
is 
a rich 
man. 
I understand th a t he has 60,000 acres of land in 
the U nited States, much of it In Improved farm s, 
and th a t he Is the largest individual grow er of 
wool Iii Ohio, Ills herd being In N ebraska. 
He Is 
a w idow er, and has been around the world. The 
free-trade elem ent w ere 
delighted 
to find In 
hint a prosperous m anufacturer, who had con­ 
cluded th a t the tariff laws w ere more oppressive 
than beneficial to him. 
He was able to bring 
to th eir attention m any new statistics derived 
from original observation; for Instance, he showed 
that th e largest Industry in the U nited States was 
m aking flour, th at the product of our 26,000 grist 
m ills was equal to all the cotton, hay, sugar and 
m any other things put together. 
He said th at we 
ought to export 25,000.000 barrels of flour In. 
stead of 6,000,000 barrels, and th a t the troubl# 
was th at the expense of putting up the mills I* 
th is country took the profit aw ay and equalized 
our flour with the dearer article raised in H ungary. 
A rticles entering into the mills, such as stones, the 
engines and boilers, the ginss and the accessory 
m achinery, are all classed so high under the tariff 
th a t the mill had cost too much when It was 
up to com pete w ith H ungarian mills. I understand 
th at Mr. H ew itt, who had got him self ready ta 
ride th e tariff Issue as the only m anufacturer in 
the land of com plete sacrifice and liberality, wai 
a good deal miffed a t finding Mr. Bookw alter on 
the spot, and said to him In a wheezy voice: “ II 
you, sir, w ere a m anufacturer of iron, Instead OI 
being a consum er of Iron, you would have much 
m ore difficulty In becom ing a free-trader.” Some­ 
body asked Mr. Bookw alter one day how It was 
th at he out of all the m anufacturers In Springfield, 
O. was a free-trader. Said he: 
“ It may not be 
m odest for me lo answ er th at question in my own 
way, but I m ins lf you will come to Springfield 
you will find th at I have the largest library In that 
tow n, and perhaps some acquaintance with those 
books m ay have mid Its Influence ou my views.

do not think you will find the libraries of my com­ 
petitors, excellent men as tin y are, very exhaus­ 
tive Iii books on political econom y.”

T ilts docum ent, 
backed as it w as wit Ii im proved gunnery of large 
calib re, had im m ediate resu lts, and the pillaging, 
burning and k illing ceased as lr by m agic. 
D uring Hie riot Com m ander Cm irrejolles, Ids 
officers and Ids m en w ere on several occasions 
grossly Insulted by th e n egroes, w ho contem ptu­ 
ou sly called them cachou s d e b lancs (w hite hoes). 
In one instance Hie com m ander’s life w as threat­ 
en ed , a negro levellin g a gun at Id a , and being 
only prevented from firing by ids com panion, w ho 
exclaim ed : “ D on’t shoot h un ; lie Is a con sul.” 
Iii exten u ation o f th ese offen ces tho governm ent, 
im m ediately upon Hie restoration of tranquillity, 
sen t tw o gen erals in full uniform to Com m ander 
CourreJoUos. 
T hey made tin* proper ex cu ses, 
aud ap ologetically told him tliat lf there w as 
any person or persons Iii th e citv offensive to 
Id a w hom he w ould like to have shot, lie had 
only to point them out, aud Hie g o v n a n ut would 
be happy to acco a n o d a l* film Iii that sm all n at­ 
ter. 
Tile com m ander, w ho had nobody at that 
m om ent he w anted specially lo have killed, th a n k ­ 
fully declined Hie gen erous proffer. 
It is said , 
h ow ever, th at others were n ot as Indifferent as 
him se f lo tills open-hearted and frank offer from 
a paternal governm ent. Tw o liu y tleiis quarrelled, 
and

m issed and killed a Spaniard. 
He was arrested 
aud taken before the con sul, w ho w as asked 
w hether lie would like to have the fellow shot, 
T ile quiet answ er w as: “ I o o n ’t think it can do 
any harm ,” and Hie poor fellow w as execu ted. 
C oncerning th ese ii Hit ry execu tio n s as they are 
done Th H ayti, one Is forced to adm it that they 
m ust really he very d isagreeab le to Hie person 
who is shot. 
To begin wltii 
Everybody I* E lu b le to be M ilitarily Shot. 
To the squad of sold iers on duty that day the ex e­ 
r t i o n is <ntrusted. 
Often one has to be of the 
squad to shoot a friend, acq u ain tan ce or relative. 
T hen, al o, the governm ent is ap t to change its 
mind from day to day, and b'1 very reven geful on 
the morrow a gain st th ose w ho on Hie ev e have done 
Hie shooting. 
Tne great point, therefore, w ith the 
soldier concerned in th ese ex ecu tio n s Is not to 
shoot straight, so a s to be ab le to lie afterw ard 
morally convinced tliat tie lins m issed his man. 
in con seq uence, a l tile word " F ire!” every soldier 
averts Ids face aud pulls the trigger wi flout look­ 
ing at tile victim . 
T he result Is that Hie poor con­ 
dem ned fellow is half m issed, half wounded, al­ 
m ost half killed at repealed tim es, and that tim 
firing h as to be begun over ti.ree or four Hines un­ 
til deaf Ii finally en su es. 
A nother in cident o f Hie riot is typical. 
Com­ 
m ander Cm irrejolles w as w ith th e main body of 
ins m en in reserve, w ithin supporting distance of 
Hie con sulate, vvi.icli w as guarded by E nsign 
Kcrthiie! aud lits detail when one of Hie t im e 
thousand negro gen erals in activ e service rode bv. 
A s tim sheol lug w as st ill b ein g kept up iii the 
city, the com m ander asked him how m atters stood. 
Tile general exu ltingly an sw ered ; " (h e r o t is 
over and has been quelled long a g o !” 
“ Then w hy 
Is Hie firing kept tip?” rejoined th e com m ander. 
“ Oh,” said the general. “Just tor th e tun ol the 
thing, and to let th e boys enjoy their victory. 
You see, I have five cartrid ges rem aining in lily 
rifle, and I ain going back there to shoot it oft!” 
E nsign K erihtiel, w ho w as entrusted, as pre­ 
viously stated, w itli the protection of the con so l­ 
a n , w as seriously approached by a negro general, 
w ho Iii a friendly m anner t a d him : "Look here, 
young man, you are exp o sin g you rself and your 
peop le; iliey absolutely refu se to permit th em ­ 
selv es io be pl! aged, 
You ought to talk to Hmm 
and let them be more reasonable, otherw ise there 
w ill he trouble.” 
The young officer cannot tell 
th is anecdote w ithout a broad sm ile. 
W hen tim unfortunate E nsign de L a ssitu d e 
died, several of the prom inent officers of the 
governm ent atten d ed his funeral. 
Later an ex- 
Ha vtlcn m inister of w ar having been killed by the 
exp losion of a gun, the officers of Hit* Chasseur 
m ade it a point to be present in tiniroi iii i t the 
obsequies. 
The n ex t day a gen e al, in 
uil ie- 
galia, aide de-cam p of P resid en t Salom on, cam e 
on b oard the governm ent yaw l to officially thank 
tile com m ander in tim nam e of Hie President bu­ 
hls courtesy. 
T he very next day a dllupidnted- 
looklng individual, in civilian clothes, 
accosted 
the C hasseur Iii a skirt, im ploring to be taken on 
board as a refi g'-e. 
H e w as recognized as being 
tim gen eral, aide-de-cam p of the day previous; im 
stated that lie w as iii disgrace and ordered to be 
shot, aud loudly begged for protection.

Bow the Confederate Forces linier Bragg 
Were Flacked at Lookout Mountain. 


Preliminary Expedition by a Veteran 
in the Scouting Service.

“ Twenty years ago last night t spent a night 
With H azen’s brigade wlucli I will alw ays remem- 
l.er,” said J . H. W oodard the other night, wnlie a 
p arty ot old soldiers were discussing tbeli w ar 
experiences. " I was detailed hi the secret service 
a t G eneral Rosecrans’ headquarters, aud though I 
taw some service which I wduld not v in tu re into 
now, I can recall m ulling wuich m ade such an 
lim resslou upon me as th a t night. 
“ W hile our army was advancing upon C hatta­ 
nooga I was constantly scouting and becam e 
fam iliar with the woods belw ecu B ridgeport and 
C hattanooga. aud especially on the sooth side of 
the Tennessee river. 
Before G eneral Rosecrans 
d o sse d the river in his advance upon Chattanooga, 
I had made a very fair map of the country along 
th e river for Colonel W iles, then provost m aishal- 
g eneral OI the departm ent. 
A fter our retieat 
from the batt.efield ai Chickam auga, I made three 
trip s south of the river to learn the local iou of the 
em my. 
By noon on the 22d of Septem ber the 
C onfederates had posted a picket line along the 
tn t* re souui bank ol the river Ironi Hie foot of 
Lookout m om ,tam to q u ae a distance below 
B ridgeport, and at every terry or crossing they 
bad a strong force lo prevent any flank movement 
from the Federal forces. 
'Hie battle ot Chicka­ 
m auga was a practical victory for H osecrans, bm 
be was robbed of the credit, though the nation en­ 
joyed its fruits. 
Rose rans, with 4 7,WO men, in­ 
cluding team sters, had louglit 78.000 troops on 
their own ground, aud had cripp ed them so badly 
th a t they could not follow nim fl.teen miles to re­ 
new the battle, 
lie had lost nearly oue-lourtli of 
his arm y; the Confederates had lost one-third of 
theirs. Bragg was at his base of supplies, while 
R osecrans was nearly 400 m iles fiotu his aud de­ 
pendent upon a 
b in g le T h r e a d o f H a ll w a y 
for connection with It. 
He knew the enem y would 
m ake every effort to break th at thread and drive 
bim out by starvation. 'To prevent this became 
a t once the aim of G eneral Rosecrans, but. ot 
course, time was an em inent. 
Hts plat) was to 
open the river to Brown’s ferry or W illiams 
Island, just below the ferry, and w ithout attem pt­ 
ing for the J resent to dislodge the enem y from 
Lookout m ountain, tran sp o rt Ills supplies across 
the |>cuiusul.i formed by tho river to Chattanooga. 
B ut lo do lids lie m ust have a force on the south 
side of the river at Brown’s f* t ry, to hold Hie tw o 
gaps through winch rail tho tw o roads to the ferry. 
H e bad a force posted on the no. th side of the 
river, but Hie enemy drove t lieut out of their 
tents, and for days they w ere sheltered am ong the 
rocks on Hie side of the m ountain. T h at ferry 
w as also Im portant lo the Confederates because ll 
was the key to Lookout valley, and to hold it they 
had posted 1500 men and two pieces ot artillery 
there, w hile Longs!reel's coium aud lay w ithin 
easy supporting distance, 
“On Ute m orning ct O ctober 171 started to m ake 
a reconuolss.ir.ee of the country around Brown’s 
F erry and all along tile river back to the foot of 
Lookout m ountain, keeping on Ute north side of 
the river, lint, if I found It practicable, to cross 
th e river lie low tile ferry a t some safe point. Of 
course I had no idea of Hie u>os which G eneral 
R osecrans Intended l<> m ake of the inform ation. 
As I crossed the pontoon bridge at C hattanooga I 
Baw the general exam ining the work in progress 
od the pontoon boat near Hie bridge. T h at w.is 
Hie last I me I ever saw him , for I did .not get 
b ac k until daylight of Hie 25th, aud General 
Thom as was in command under G eneral G rant. 
who was I lien on the ground. 
I found G eneral 
Reynolds after a time aud reported lo him 
T h e B esu it* o f M y T r io . 
w hich had extended over all the ground em braced 
In my directions from Colonel W iles, including a 
g u y of a day aud two nigh s south of the river, in 
the vicinity of Brown’s B erry. On the 20th G ene­ 
ral Reynolds told me to report at IU o'clock m at 
n ight to G eneral H azen as a guide, but gave me a 
note to G eneral Sm ith, chief engineer, who, he 
sa d, I would find at the pontoon bridge. 
W hen I 
got down there I found G eneral H azen and 
Colonel T. R. Stanley of the E ighteenth Ohio. 
I 
goon saw th at they w ere em barking meu in the 
pontoon boats, aud knew a t once th a i the inten­ 
tion was to float them down to Brown’s Ferry. 
The boats were arranged in tho o rder in which 
they w ere to go, the men told oft into them iii 
sections, 
each 
section 
having 
an 
officer 
In 
charge 
who 
bad 
detailed 
orders 
of 
w here 
to 
land 
and form his line. 
Colonel 
Stanley had charge ol Hie advance section, which 
was to stop a t the ferry landing, while the second 
section, w ith G eneral H azen a t its head, was to 
Land ju st above and com plete the line, which 
would place G eneral H azen, the com m ander of 
Hie exp. d lt on, in the ce tie of the line. 
“ At 8 o’clock In the m orning the boats dropped 
into the current, aud for the next two hours the 
loudest noise I heard wii9 the beating of my own 
heart. 
It was so dark we could not see across the 
river, which was quite high, and as we hugged 
along the north shore the swish of Hie current 
against th e brush along the edge ol the w ater 
warned us when we w ere too m a r I..na. 
The 
riv< r liends from C hattanooga to Brown’s Ferry 
llm nst in (lie shape of a horseshoe. The distance 
between Hie two points by river is nine miles, 
while acioss the country it is only al out three. 
Every m an in the expedition knew th at it was one 
of great hazard; th at a t every foot of the route 
Kiev w ere liable to he attack ed —perhaps with 
artillery, but they w ere I BUU picked men, ail of 
whom knew and believed iii Hazen. 
X iii u B e l i e f P i c k e t S lim T i , 
and as m e day begall to daw n, a thick fog rose 
(rom the river and settled over It. T he boats 
reached the ferry about 0 o’clock, just ut day­ 
light, ana were w ithin tw enty feet of the shore 
before 
they were discovered by the enem y’s 
pickets, who fired and retreated to their reserves 
about 200 yards from the river. 
As Hie boat con­ 
taining G eneral H azen neared the shore. I noticed 
that he was standing up w ith his sabre under his 
arm , and when it stru ck the land he was the first 
man out of it. colonel Stanley Just below us had 
firawn the first fire, but before our line was 
formed, the enem y had rallied and opened on us. 
I 
don’t 
know how H azen formed that line, 
for 
he ordered an advance 
the moment he 
landed, the object being to capture and hold 
the tw o hills winch com m anded the two roads 
leading to the ferry. The fight did not last tw enty 
m inutes, but in th at tim e H azen lost six kilted aud 
about thirty wounded. H azen was at the front, 
but, by good turk, cam e off without a scratch. 
W nlie we were driving Hie enem y the boats went 
over to the north side of Hie river for the forces 
that had m arched across the point, but long be­ 
fore any of them w ere over, H azen had secured 
every point of advantage, and, after posting an 
advance picket, had set Ins men at work felling 
trees and building tem porary fortifications. 
Lur-, 
tng all Hits tim e the enem y were atte ating to 
•hell us from Lookout m ountain, but their firing 
did no harm . H azen was there, and within three 
hours ? pontoon m idge had been throw n across 
the river, aud the flank movement on Bragg’s 
arm v had i egun. 
We captured tw enty or thirty 
bead of cattle and about IOO wagcm-loads of corn, 
“ I don’t know who suggested this plan lo Gen­ 
eral R osecrans; I only know thai he gave It shape, 
and incidentally ca l«d in Iii* chief engineer. Gen­ 
eral Sm ith, wldle the execution in detail belonged 
entirely to G eneral H azen. G eneral sm ith was 
not in tile bo .is, and from Hie m om ent we left ti e 
bridge at C hattanooga until we were securely 
Intrenched on Hie hills at Brow n’s Ferry every 
deiail was execu eel under the,orders of Hazen, 
who seemed ubiquitous ail the lim e atter landing. 
M ouths afterw ard I w.*s astonished lo see that 
G eneral 
Thom as 
gave 
Hie 
entire credit to 
G eneral 
Sm ith, 
ignoring 
R osecrans 
en­ 
tirely, 
and 
only 
m entioning 
H azen 
as 
having commanded the expedition in the boats. It 
was one of the m ost delicate aud perilous expedi­ 
tious of the w ar, aud had It failed after tile I,nill­ 
ing, would have resulted in th. death or capture of 
H azen and his 1500 men. 
Had Longstreet been 
on the alert be could have destroyed Hie whole 
force, as he was w ithin three miles of Hmm with a 
strong force. 
H ad it tailed, Hooker, who was ad­ 
vancing from Bridgeport, would have been so cut 
off (hat ne could not have saved his arm y In case 
of an ack (rom a superior force, but with the bridge 
at Brown’s Ferry, he could In- reinforced or comd 
have retreated bad it been necessary.”

certain d istricts of R ussia bread-crum bs are 
placed In a piece of w hite linen outside of the 
window for six weeks under the belief th at the 
soul of the recent Inm ate will collie In the shape 
of a bird to teed upon Hie crum bs. 
W hen Deacon 
Theodore and his three schism atic friends were 
burntHu Hi81 the “Old Believers” affirmed th at 
the souls of the m artyrs flew off In the bodies of 
the pigeons. 
You could not tell an Italian boat­ 
man ot the Molo In Venice th a t the beautiful white 
dove which Is to be seeu flying about the lagoons 
did not contain the spirit of Darnel M arvin, the 
patriot. 
The hieroglyphics found so abundantly 
In Egypt indicate th at a bird signifies the soul of 
man. 
W hen they burnt up S t Polycarp Ills blood 
put out the fire, and from his ashes aro e a white 
dove, which flew tow ard heaven. 
Every one has 
heard of Hie dove Uiai appeared aud bore off the 
soul of Ju an of Arc. 
T » li* a ia a le S ton e*. 
There used to be a belief th a t certain birds pos­ 
sessed taltsina.de stones which 
had 
peculiar 
virtues. One of these stones was obtained from 
the head ot the vulture, and it was suptm sed to 
give the ow ner health and success in obtaining 
w hatever favors he sued for. Eagles, It was 
thought, possessed a stone which had Hie v in ues 
of a Jo n ath an W ilde and tilt shrew dness of a de­ 
tective.

bullock w ith his fist,

own a stone

the possession of this th a t was supposed to give 
him such superhum an strength. 
A stone like a 
crystal, about the size of a bean, was taken from 
a ci*ck, aud the Rom ans believed th a t it made the 
w earer invisible. 
Corvia was the nam e of a stone 
lakeu from crow s’ nests, aud It possessed, accord­ 
ing to chroniclers of the m iddle ages, like pecu­ 
liar pow ers. 
Every one who has read Longfel­ 
low’s -‘E vangeline" recollects the lines: 
Seeking with eager eye* that wondrous stone which 
the swallow 
Brings from the shore of the sea to restore the sight 
of her fledgelings. 
R eferring to a stone th a t this bird found on the 
seashore, which possessed the faiBNy of restoring 
the blind to sight.

T here are a great many birds whose appearance 
has been and still is considered the sign of death, 
aud even to this day as fully believed In in some 
p arts of the world as Is the death-w atch of the 
ticking spider o r m ournful howl of the cu r dog 
when any one is sluing un w ith a sick person. 
The raven Is one of the b lrd irth at is especially ill- 
omened. Gay, In his dirge, speaks of 
The boding raven on her cottage sat, 
And, with hoars j croaking*, warned us of our fate. 
The Danes, if a raven appears In th eir village, 
say it Is a sure sign th a t the priest will die, aud in 
Cornwall, Eng., there Is no avoiding evil aud death 
when a raven croaks over your house.

soothsayers 
used 
to 
predict 
all sorts 
of 
dire 
disaster; 
from 
ti e 
a p p a ra n c e 
of certain birds. 
W hen Hie swallows lit upon, 
P yrrhus’ tent they said he would be slain at Ar 
gos, and w hen they lit upon M ark A ntony's ship, 
as lie was sailing after Cleopatra, they declared lie 
would die In Egypt. Swallows tot owed G yrus the 
G reat from P ersia to Scytliia, ana the wise men 
said his tim e had come. 
And the lll-omeucd 
ravens were In the w ake of A lexander the G reat 
when he cam e hack from India and w ent on a 
spree a t Babylon. 
B b hop H all says: " lf a bit­ 
tern fly over a superstition-* m an’s head at night 
lie a t once m akes his w ill;” and H om er declares 
th a t cullies forebode disaster. 
Iii India th ere is a 
l ight bird th a t is very fond of eating dead bodies, 
Jus* as the gentle cat iii our clim ate will scent a 
corpse from afar, and come clown the chim ney 
a lle r a piece of it; or the arm adillo in South Amer­ 
ica will burrow Into new-made graves and wood 
coffins to satiate Its unholy appetite. 
Now, Ute 
M ahom etans believe if Hits India bird called the 
burree churm * drops any portion of th e corpse on 
a live person, iliey will die la lu n y days. 
The 
wise owl has been the sui jet*I of a g reat deal of 
superstitious dread. 
When the suicide of*D ido 
was predicted the owl appeared as a prodigy, and 
when the E arl of A rundel’s la-t hour had come 
iwo large owls perched on the battlem ents of 
W ardour Castle. 
Lady M acbeth hears the owls 
hoot during the m urder; mid H ogarth, in lls 
“ F our Stages of C ruelty,” im rtnluues him In the 
m urder scene. 
W hen they sentence a m an to 
death I ii Ethiopia they carry him lo a table w here 
an owl is palm ed, ami It he w ants to be iii the 
fashion he will speedily commit suicide. 
I ii some 
parts of Europe owls are nailed to barn doors to 
av ert evil consequences, and in the doleful death 
of cock Robin the owl perform s a m elancholy mis­ 
sion. 
T h i e v i n g M a g p ie * 
are birds about which considerable superstition 
lingers. One of them fortells m isfortune, which

FEMALE DUELLISTS. 


E n co u n ters A m o n g W om an on 


th e F ie ld o f Honor. 


Their Combats Conducted With all the 
Decorum Customary to Such Occasions. 


Remarkable Horoisfb of the Countess 
de St. Belmont. 


(A lta California.! 
If women, as a g neral I bing, do not counte- 
m nee, and have Bever countenanced, m odern duel­ 
ling, and are naturally averse to all system s of in­ 
dividual com b t—for varied and som etim es heroic 
re a so n s- still they have their w omanly sym pathies 
at play, eith e r upon one side or the other, in all 
encounters and controversies w here tiiey may be 
Interested, how ever trivial o r m ajestic the diffi­ 
culty of its cause. 
D uring Hic existence of judi­ 
cial duel ling Iii E uropean c< iii tiles ladies of rank 
w ere alw ays lo be found am ong the respectable 
spectators, aud there have 
been Instances of 
tin) presence of 
woman 
upon 
hostile 
fields 
since the prohibition of judicial duels, particularly 
hi Italy and France. Tin re a re a so rec* id s of hos­ 
tile encounters 
betw een 
wom en—conspicuous 
am ong winch was the duel w ith pistols I ctw een 
Lady de Ncs.e and Hie Countess de Polignuc. iii 
1721, In Hie gardens of V ersailles (France). The 
lad cs had indulged In a most disgraceful quatu el 
tw o evenings before, a t a grand fete at the 
palace, over the Due de R ichelieu—th at w ondrous 
ch aracter in Hie blM oiy of F rance—during which 
Lady de N esle,losing control of herself,bad sprung 
like a tigress upon her rival, and attem pted to tear 
a diam ond necklace from tile co unless’ neck. 
F allin g 
lu 
this, 
however, 
she 
snatched 
the m ush 
roses 
from their nest 
iii the 
snowy 
besom 
and 
flung 
them In the face 
of lier rival. 
Up to this tim e, says seine English 
w riter, the C ountess of Bollgnac had kept down, 
by a pow erful effort, the m ighty rage which was 
Inw ardly consum ing her, but this last Indignity 
destroyed even outw ard calm ness, and, casting 
aside all fu rth er reserve, she attacked Lady de 
Nesle iu the sam e w ay she herself had been 
assaulted. 
In a few m om ents jew els and flowers 
aud ribbons and laces strew ed the floor, and there 
is no telling to w hat ex ten t the extraordinary ex­ 
hibition would have gout* had not the enraged 
am azons been separated by the M arquis de M;U- 
buisson and Mile. N athalie de C ondaret. Out of 
this grew the duel, th e C ountess ot Pohgnac beiug 
the challenging party. 
T h e L a d le * M et a t G O 'c lo c k 
in the m orning. In Ju ly , 1721, and fired one shot 
at each otb e r w ithout effect. 
T heir seconds (the 
M arquis de M albuisson and the Comte de Pen- 
tliievre for Po tgnac and M. de Remus;!** and Vi­ 
com te D 'A llagne for de Nesle) then lushed in to 
prevent fu rth er h ostilities; the fair dem ons, how­ 
ever, would lint be appeased, but called for a 
change of pistols 
and then blazed aw ay—this 
second tim e w ith satisfactory effect, for the m ar- 
cbfonness tell dangerously wounded by a m illet iii 
ber left side, while the countess was ju st quietly 
touched in an ear. 
A duel took place at P aris Jan u a ry S I. 1772. 
betw een M ile.d e G nlgnes and M ile, *1’Aiguille!) 
(two 
ladles of quality), who 
had quarrelled 
about precedency at a soiree, and retired to a 
garden adjacent to the scene of disturbance, and 
fought w ith knives until both w ere w ounded—the 
form er in th e arm aud the la tte r In the neck. It Is 
recorded of Mile. M oussln, a French prim a donna, 
th at, afte. killing three men Iii duels in the woods 
near P a n s, by sw ord, she fatally wounded ber 
fencing m aster, S erin e, and fled to B russels, w here 
she dom iciled w ith the elector of B avaria for a 
brief period. 
Lolo M oiitez was also skilful with 
both pistol and rapier, bul it does not apl ear that 
she ever engaged In anything of a hostile < h a m e­ 
te r al>ove the dignity of a f r e e t fight. She once 
challenged a Journalist a t G rass Valley, Cal., 
to 
m eet 
her 
w ith pistols according to pre­ 
vailing 
rules 
governing 
such 
m eetings; and, 
upon his refusal to do so, thrashed him with a 
cow hide upou a public street. 
In 1845 she was 
a w itness In the trial of M. Eouvalloti for kill­ 
ing M. Duj trier, a t P aris, and said in her testi­ 
m ony: “ I wa8 a b etter shot than D ujarier; 
and, if Bouvallon only w anted satisfaction, I 
would have fought him m yself.” 
Duj trier was 
the friend of Lola M ontez, and In his will, w ritten 
the evening before his death, be bequeathed Hie 
(afterw ard) C ountess of Lan«t'eldt 100.000 francs. 
On th e 21st of A ugust, 1777, Mile. L everrier (a 
young lady of good family), who had been jilted 
by a navy officer nam ed D uprez m et the la tte r in 
Hie street and banded him a pistol and told him to 
defend him self—a t the sam e tim e sin* drew a 
weapon and shot h er false one I ii the face, while 
he discharged Ills i istol in the air. An e x tr ot 
from a G eorgia new spaper, published iii 1817, 
says: 
“ Last week a point of honor was decided be­ 
tw een tw o ladies n ear the South C arolina line, 
T h o C u il tr o f th e Q u a r r e l 
being tho usual one—love. 
The object of the rival 
affections of th ese fair cham pions was present on 
the field tis the m utual arb iter in the dreadful com­ 
bat, and he had the grief of beholding one of the 
suitors for his favor fall dangerously wounded be­ 
fore his eyes. 
The whole busine„s was m anaged 
with all the decorum and inflexibility practiced oil 
such occasions, and the conqueror was im m edi­ 
ately m arried to the Innocent second, c m fonuably 
to the previous conditions of the duel.” 
A Buffalo, N. Y., paper of A ugust, 1853. gives 
an account of an arrest of C atherine H urley and 
Jan e H all, “ who had m et on the toll-bridge on 
Ohio street, in the presence of a vast assem blage, 
to fight a due! w ith A llen’s re v iv e rs .” No other 
accounts of sim ilar perform ances have coma under 
the ob creation of the w riter. 
A very interesting anecdote, however, touching 
fem ale heroism may be related of the C ountess de 
St. B elm ont: 
W hen M. de St. Belmont, who de­ 
fended a feeble fortress against Hie am is of Louis 
X IV ., w as tak en a prisoner, his Intrepid Wife, 
Mine, la Com tesse do S’. Belm ont, who w as of a 
m ost 
heroic 
disposition, still rem ained upon 
the estates 
to 
take 
care 
of 
them . 
An 
officer 
of 
cavalry 
having 
tak en 
up 
Ills 
q uarters there 
w ithout 
invitation, 
Mine. 
de 
.st. Belm ont sent him a very civil letter of com­ 
plaint on his ill behavior, which ho treated w ith 
contem pt. Piqued a t this, siie resolved th at he 
should give li^r satisfaction, and sent him a chal­ 
lenge which sin* signed, "L e Chevalier de St. Bel­ 
m ont.” 
Tile officer at once accepted th e challenge 
an i repaired to I lie place appointed. 
3Vline.de Bel­ 
mont m et him dressed in m ale attire. They hump- 
! blately drew th eir swords, and in a short time the 
I heroine disarm ed him . when she said. with a 
' gracious sm ile: “ You thought, sir. th a t you were 
fighting the Cl evallcr de Si. B elm ont; but you 
I w ic m istaken—I am Mine. de st. Belmont. 
I re­ 
turn your sw ord, sir, aud politely I eg you to pay 
proper respect to t Do request of a lady I ii fu tu re.” 
The heroic woman then took her 
departure, 
leaving tile vanquished officer covered w ith sham e 
a.id Collinston.

Philip Livingston 
w rote in 1720 to 1750 O eijagara, J a g 'rn and 
Y ageiah, nim 8cl uvler arm Livingston, commis­ 
sioners of Iud mu a Ila irs. w rote ltit)1 7 2 0 0 n jag erae, 
Oclilagara, etc. 
Iii 1721 it was w m en Oujagora, 
(hung Ha, and accidentally, probably, N iagara, as 
a t i resent. 
Lieutenant Lindsay w.otto it N iagara 
in 1751, So d.d Captain de Lunoey (son of Gov­ 
ernor de Lanccy), who was an O ll ie * r in the Eng­ 
lish arm y th a t raptured Fort N iagara from the 
French to 1759. 
'I lapse pioneers may, however, 
be excused in view of tin* l a i t —as will lie attested 
by post m asters—that some letter w riters of today 
si em quite as undecided al out the orthography 
of th is world-wide fam iliar nam e.

A t G ladstone a tw o-story 
hulloing ha* a body of snow lying against It clear 
up to the root. Between G ladstone and Hie Sam p­ 
son mill, three-quarters of a mile, are three or 
four suowslides.

gale, form ing huge banks of snow th at descend in 
slides w.til irresistible force. T here is some tear 
also th a t Hie boarding-house a t the un nu may go, 
so th at it is unoccupied, the m iners sleeping and 
keeping house In one of the cross-cuts of the tun­ 
nel.

it I .respecting 
this mail and his tim es that I shall very briefly add 
imperfectly speak this morning.

during my college life, I was chosen bv the A the­ 
nian Society to debate the question of African 
colonization, which then was new aud aroused en­ 
nui lasin.

I knew but very little then, but I knew 
that all men are design, d of God to he free, aud 
that ought to be Ute text of every m an’s life,— 
the sacredness of hum anity as elven of God and

by .Jesus Christ, 
crowned and clothed with rights th at no law or 
jppresslon sn uld d are touch. N early two gen­ 
erations 
have passed 
since 
then.

young men

wiiii the men or the movements of th o se davs 
But a few gray heads are left aud can recall all 
these scenes, 
it has been said tiiat men are more 
Ignorant of that part of history which immedi­ 
ately preyed, s their oyvn lives luau of any other. 
L et us. therefore, throw some little light upon Hie 
history of the days w hich Im m ediately pi seeded 
cu r own. 
At the beginning In th e history cf this people, 
slavery was the accident. 
It was introduced ut a 
tim e before the world’s eyes had been opened. 
It cam e in, indeed, (hider cover of benevolence. 
It ban in t attained very great estate for many 
years ; and vet. In the days of its infancy, it so 
conflicted with the fundam ental ideas on which 
our institutions and laws w ere based that 
T h e N o r th e r n (StU te. O o t R id o f I t . 
Because clim ate and husbandry w ere not favor­ 
able to it in the N orthern Stales, Uiey were helped 
to get rid of It; but tne spirit of liberty bad taken 
on the m oral elem ent rn New England and New 
York aud Pennsylvania, and so It was very soou 
extinguished, 
lh Hie S"Uib it became a vert im­ 
portant industrial elem ent. 
Bice, sugar, cotton 
w eie the trinity th at dom inated the industry of the 
South. An.I slavery was favorable to this sim ple 
industry.

sons, rooted in pecuniary reasons, gave great

ting place to expose the m isstatem ent—th a t the 
N orth sold oui, aud having realized on their slaves 
invested iii liberty as a belter-paying stock, 
it is 
absolutely a lie. 
It bas uo hist ileal verity. 
In 
M assachusetts, where to some slight extent shiv­ 
ery existed, as ll did not iii V erm ont, New H am p­ 
shire and Maine, ii died by a very sim ple legal de­ 
cision, where a ease was brought into the courts 
aud the com Is determ ined th a t ii was 
ls e o a i U U a t W ith th e D e c la r a tio n o f la d e * 
p en dent-* 
aud the Constitution, sequent, to hold slaves, and 
the m an stood free. 
A fter th ai there was no 
enactm ent, but slavery perished of itself by that 
single decision. 
In New York a bill was passed 
eafly for Hie em ancipation of ti e slaves, atm it 
w as guarded in every w ay. On attaining a certain 
age the slave was to become' free. 
Up to th at age 
he was the property ol his m aster, upon whom Hie 
re sp o n sib ly of his support still rested w itll filii 
weight. A lter a tria l. I some leu yeas* it was con­ 
sidered lo be a great d< a1 better to be rid of the 
thing a t once, aud sub-eqim ul legislation deter­ 
mined im m ediate em ancipation.

T he condition of th e public mind throughout Hie 
N orth at Hie lim e I cam e to a consciousness of 
public affairs may tie described as the condition 
of im prisoned moral sense. A ll men alm ost agreed 
w ith all men ilia: slavery was wrong. “ But w hat 
can w>- do?” ti ley asked. ** The ci>mpri>iui»es of 
our W illers in iuds us ami hinds us," and fid lily 
to tile agreem ents ihat had 
bern m ade In 
Hie form ation of our C onstitution were regarded 
everyw here as moral obligations by men who 
haled slavery. Tm -com prom ises of Hie C onstitu­ 
tion must be respected, said the priest in Hie pul­ 
pit, the i clitic! ai iii Hie lie.d, tin- statesm an in 
public flails.

It was at the beginning of this era th a t a young 
aristocrat ol Boston appeared. 
His blood came 
through the hest colonial families.

He was full of 
kindness

And all the m iserable

tocr .tic tumbles of Boston were no m ote to him 
titan m osquitoes are lo the behem oth or to I Iv 
lion. 
He was arlstociatic in his pride, and llvjpl 
higher thau m ost men. 
B e VB it* C alled o r G o d 
as much as ever Moses and Hie prophets were. 
Not exactly for the sam e great end, but In con­ 
sonance with such great ends. 
You rem em ber when Lovejoy was Infamously 
slaughtered by a mob in Alton, the blood that has 
beeu the seed of liberty. A t th at ti ne It was th at 
C hanning lifted up lits voice and declared that the 
litoral tern lineal of Boston ought to be uttered til 
rebuke ot th at infamy and cruelty, am t asked for 
Fam uli Hail to call a public m eeting. 
He was In­ 
dignantly refused by the Common Council but, be­ 
ing a in iii of wide Influence, lie gathered around 
him enough venerable and influential men ut Bos­ 
ton to make a denial perilous, ami Fanenll Hail 
was granted for a m eeting to express pui Ile senti­ 
ment on Hie m urder of Lovejoy. 
The m eeting was 
made up largely of rowdies. 
They m eant to over­ 
awe aud put down all expression, but such as then 
rioted with the riotous. United S tates D istrict 
A ttorney A ustin—and when W endell Phillips’ 
name Is w ritten with letters of light on one side of 
his m onument, down low, and spattered with dirt, 
let the name of A ustin also be w ritten—made a 
truculent speech and justified the mob, and ran 
Hie whole career of the sewer of those days, up­ 
holding non-inter/erence wtlh slavery. 
W endell Phillips, Just c me to town as a young 
law yer, w ithout at present anv p ra ttle -, utterly 
unknown except to hts own family, fli ed witn the 
hitiiiny, alia feeling th e call of God iu Ids sonl, 
went upon the platform , and his first utterances 
brought down tue hisses of the mob. 
Hut ne 
was not a man easily suNIpcd by any mob. and 
they listened as he ktudied and pour* d on that 
luau A ustin the tire and lava of a volcano, 
and finally turned Hie course and the feeling 
ot the whole meeting. 
U tterly unknown when the 
sun w ent down, when it rose tim next morning nil 
Boston was saying, "W ho is Hits Phillips?" "w h o 
Is Hits Phi lip ?” 
The questhm has never been 
asked ainee. (Applause.) Thenceforth he was a 
fi lming advocate of liberty with singular ad­ 
vantages over all hts fellow-workers. 
Mr. G ar­ 
rison. not unapt as a speaker, yet his tongue was 
his pea. 
Mr. Phillips, not much given to the pen, 
B l* F e n w a* B t* T o n s il* .

I do not undertake to say th at tie su r­ 
passed all others. Hi- had an intense Individuality 
that ranked him am ong the most noblest orators 
of tilts continent or the m otherland.

The ground woe 
that the coml rem ises of the Coital it ut Ion w ire 
covenants with lie.I, and no man was bound bv 
them. 
Thev advocated universal em ancipation Vt 
any cost. 
T hat is G arm onism , that Is WembTi 
Phiilipsism , and it would seem as though the Lord 
rallier leaned that way, too. (Applause.)

only say th at while unconditional em ancipation 
was right, yet

celleut gentlem en, whose feelings will not be hun 
now. because they are all asham ed of it—they are 
in heaven (smiles)—they visited me to s a y 'th a t 
ow ing to the pet Ii attending the m eeting they had 
w ithdraw n perm ission to use the hall.

biller to me to see liberty of speech checked. 
H enry U. Bowen, who certainly lias done some 
good tilings In his lUetlme, said I could have Ply­ 
mouth Church if I yvotild take the trouble to get 
the riel social consent of each trustee.

“ My tin in e s s Isn’t w ha! it w as,” said B oston's 
oldest chim ney-sw eep to a G lo b e rep o rter, ” but 
I still m anage to m ake a living out of it. 
I have 
been In the business nearly fifty years, and my 
father was lu.lt before me, so I probably know as 
much about it as anyb.idy. 
F ath er used to go 
down chim bleys himself when he w as a boy, 
seventy or eighty years ago, but th e custom 
of 
em ploying 
sw eeps 
had 
ne. rly 
died 
out 
w hen 
I 
com m enced 
business. 
W hen 
he 
used 
to 
go 
down 
m ost 
of

chim bleys w ere 14 todies square, som e of them

pet or anything else.”
